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The Assembly met-in the Assembly Chamber, Trivandrum, 
al. Eleven.of: the Clock on Tuesday, the 25th January 1955, with 
Mr. Speaker in the.Chair. 


ADDRESS BY HIS HIGHNESS THE RAJPRAMUKH. 


His Highness the Rajpramukh, having arrived in the 
Chamber in procession, took his seat on the Dais at Eleven 
of the-Clock. 


His Highness. the. Rajpramukh: Hon. Members of the 
Legislature, ‘ 


Tam very happy to welcome you, to this Session at the 
beginning. of.a New Year. The Legislative Assembly has been 
summoned mainly to consider certain urgent items of legislation 
as well as to vote on necessary supplementary grants. You will] 
be meeting again shortly for the regular Budget Session in 
March to consider the Budget proposals for the coming financial 
year, But it would be helpiul to indicate generally the progress 
achieved by my Government in the implementation of the 
policies mentioned: in my Address to you on the 22nd March 
1954 and the-further policies which they intend to pursue during 
this:year.. You will be gladito note that my Government have 
carried out. most; of the suggestions indicated in my.previous 
Address to you, 
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Public Service. 


My Government have regarded the contentment and well- 
being of the services as of the greatest importance and they 
have completed the integration of services which had been 
pending for along time. Even the appeals have been examined 
and finalised in the case of the majority of the Departments and my 
Government hope that the remaining items will be completed 
soon. The question of revising and fixing time scales of pay for 
the members of the Public Service has received the anxious 
consideration of my Government and they have already issued 
orders sanctioning revised scales for the Non-Gazetted staff to 
be given effect to from the beginning of the financial year 1955- 
56. My Government propose to revise suitably the pay scales 
of the Gazetted Officers also. The possibilities of retrenchment 
of personnel in the several departments of the Government 
without impairing efficiency will be examined, The Bill prepared 
for eradication of corruption will be introduced in this Session 
of the Assembly. 


Planning. 


The progress of the schemes under the First Five Year Plan 
has been accelerated by my Government and the targets are 
being achieved in certain cases even ahead of schedule. Steps 
have been taken to draw up the Second Five Year Plan, 
Members of the Panchayats and other local bodies, members of 
the Legislature and other representative public men are being 
associated in the drawing up of the plan. Advisory bodies have 
been set up at the taluk, district and State level for the scrutiny 
of the schemes. 


Statistics. 


Realising the great need for reliable statistics for the for- 
mulation of policies, examination of plans and evaluation of 
results, nry Government have organised a Department of Statis- 
tics to be in complete charge of all statistical data required by 
Government and the various Departments. This Department is 
conducting important socio-economic and agro-economic studies 
to obtain data which will be helpful in planning the evolution of 
a Socialistic Welfare State. 


Land Policy. 


The urgent question of agrarian reforms is being tackled by 
‘Government and they have already introduced in this Assembly 
seven Bills to provide for security of tenure to tenants, fixity of 
fair rent, fixation of ceiling on holdings of land as well as the 
ensuting of maximum return to the actual cultivators. My 
Government have already taken steps to ensure security of 
tenure for holders of Kandukrishi lands. The “Special Rights 
in Lands Abolition Bill” now before you is intended to redress 
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the legitimate grievances of Sree Padam, Sree Pandaravaka 
and Edavaka land holders. Itis the desire of my Government 
to obtain the approval of the Assembly to all these Bills so that 
the proposed agrarian reforms may give adequate and early 
relief to agriculturists. The urgent necessity to expedite the 
Settlement of lands under the Oodukur tenure which has been 
pending from 1124, was realised by my Government nda they 
have sanctioned additional staff to ensure the completion of the 
work in less than a year. 


Panchayats. 


Far-reaching steps have been taken to develop the Pancha- 
yats as effective units in the economic development of the State 
on a democratic basis. In addition to the responsibility for the 
execution and maintenance of works hitherto looked after by 
the Panchayats, my Government have entrusted local develop- 
ment and minor irrigation works to them so that they may be- 
come most effective inslitutions for rural development. My 
Government propose to expand further the activities of the 
Panchayats by the devolution of larger powers in future. 


Medical, Public Health and Ayurveda. 


Five more dispensaries have already been opened. Sanc* 
tion has also been accorded to open eight more dispensaries. 
Two wards with sixtyfour beds are being added to the Nagercoil 
Tuberculosis Hospital and sanction has been given to open two 
tuberculosis sanatoria with 400 beds in each. 


Award of 12 beds has been opened at Palluruthi and 132 
beds have been added to the other existing medical institutions, 

Sanction has been accorded to start a Leper Colony to house 
1,000 patients. Two centres for treatment of leper patients have 
also been opened. 

Facilities for nurses have been increased by providing free 
accommodation, water and light. 


In the field of Ayurveda, 15 dispensaries and 3 hospitals 
have been opened. 

In the Department of Public Health, 20 Midwifery centres, 
2 Secondary Health units and 6 Primary units have been started. 
One more Malaria unit has also been started. One Filarial unit 
under the auspices of the Government of India is now function- 
ing in the State. 


Industries, 


Realising the necessity to supplement income in an agricul- 
tural economy, my Government have taken steps to develop 
cottage industries by making adequate loans available and by 
forming Advisory Boards for Khadi and village industries and 
for handicrafts and handloom. In order to ensure that ade- 
quate attention is paid to the development of handloom 
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industry and other small-scale industries, separate Joint Directors 
~have been posted. My Government also intend to assist the 
development of all cottage industries by organising marketing 
on a co-operative basis as well as by co-operative financing. The 
. Board under the State Aid Lo Industries Act for giving loans to 
industries has been constituted. The organisation of Coir Co- 
operative Societies scheduied to be formed before 31-3-1956 has 
been completed ahead of schedule and substantial financial 
assistance has been given to them. My Government have decided 
to take over the management of the Electric and Allied Indus- 
tries Ltd., Kundara which was closed down due to want of 
working capital. They have also constituted a Committee to 
advise them about the rehabilitation of the cashew industry. 


Labour. 


My Government have been persistently attempting to. safe- 
guard the interests of labour. They have fixed minimum wages 
for the employees of nine industries in addition to the three 
to which minimum wages had already been fixed. Minimum 
wages for agricultural labour will be fixed soon after the receipt 
of the report of the Committee appointed in this regard. The 
necessary rules under the Plantation Labour Act are being 
finalised. My Government will pursue every means to see that 
trade disputes are settled promptly, promoting the interests of 
labour without injustice to the employer. The Labour Depart- 
ment was reorganised to increase its efficiency. . 


Employment. 


. My Government are watching the unemployment situation 
with serious concern and have already commenced schemes 
for its relief. They have sanctioned a six-year Soil Conserva- 
ticn Scheme estimated to cost Rs. 335 lakhs. The scheme 
covers an urea of one lakh and eighty thousand acres and has 
a labour. potential of one hundred and sixty two lakhs of 
labour-days as well as six lakhs and fortyeight thousand 
work-days for the educated unemployed. Itis proposed to 
organise a land army of seven thousand labourers. The work 
has ‘already been started at Koombanparain the Devicolam 
taluk. My Government have also commenced work on the 
Neriamangalam Hydro Electric Scheme and this is expected to 
provide continuous employment to the experienced labourers 
who were working in the completed Hydro Electric Schemes. 
Works in connection with the construction of bunds ta prevent 
sea erosion at Vypeen, Chellanam, ete., will also give employment 
to large number of people. The construction of bunds has 
already been started at Manasseri. My Government will 
constantly endeavour to reduce ‘unemployment and under- 
employment by systematic planning a, . 
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Backward Classes. 


My Government have removed restrictions on the number 
of fee concessions to students belonging to ‘other backward com- 
munities’, and Christian converts from Scheduled Castes and 
Tribes. All students belonging to these categories have been 
allowed fee concession this year.. They have also raised the 
rate of stipend to the students from backward communities in 
commercial institutes and for the Midwifery, Compounding and 
Health Courses. Concessions have been sanctioned to students 
from backward communities in the Ayurvedic College at Erna- 
kulam. My Government have also sanctioned lump sum grants 
of Rs. 40 each, limited to a maximum of three students in each 
institution, for students belonging to the scheduled castes and 
tribes and Kudumbi students undergoing training in industrial 
schools and grants-ineaid technical schools. Five new pial 
schools, two welfare centres, seven minor welfare centres and 
one additional mobile medical unit have been sanctioned for the 
benefit of the Scheduled Tribes. Itis the intention of my Gov- 
ernment to accelerate the steps for the amelioration of the 
Scheduled Castes and Tribes and other backward classes. They 
propose to conduct an immediate enquiry into the condition of 
the Hill Tribes so that further steps necessary for their ameliora- 
tion may be taken without delay. 


Housing. 


The implementation of housing schemes in the coastal areas 
has been vigorously pursued. Houses were built at Vizhinjam, 
Colachel, Thevara and Anandapuram for fishermen. Acquisi- 
tion proceedings are in progress for similar schemes for fisher- 
men in Neendakara, Shanmukhapuram, Kanjiramchira, Vaikom, 
Eravipuram, Palluruthy and Vaduthala. A scheme for loan 
assistance to Government Servants for house construction has 
been approved by my Government. 


Colonisation. 


My Government realise the seriousness of the problems 
avising from. the high density of population inthe State. A 
scheme for the opening up and settlement of 8,000 families in 
the grass lands of Devicolam and Peermade taluks has already 
been.sanctioned and started. My Government feel that this 
will provide substantial relief to the homeless and résult in 
bringing all these areas under effective cultivation. "Approval 
of the Government of India has already been obtained for the 
settlement of 200 cclonists from here in Bhopal and 90 in ‘the 
Andamans. Government have also taken up with. the Govern- 
ment of Indijaithe question of the large scale settlement from 
this State in the available but undeveloped lands in other States 
of, India where large scale colonisation settlements would He 
possible, 
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Water Supply and Drainage. 


The scheme of water supply to Suchindram and Cape 
Comorin has been taken up for execution and my Government 
have sanctioned a water supply scheme for Trichur for urgent 
execution. They are also expediting the investigation of the 
water supply schemes for Quilon and Kottayam as well as the 
improvement of water supply to Ernakulam and Maittancherry. 
The extension of the Trivandrum Drainage Scheme which was 
long overdue is also being taken up. My Government are ex- 
pediting the supply of equipment for the sinking of tube wells so 
that a large-scale programme in the coastal areas can be 
launched, ; 


Prohibition. 


My Government have taken vigorous steps for the enforce- 
ment of Prohibition in the existing prohibition areas and propose 
to extend it to Kottarakara taluk also during the next financial 
year. They also intend to enlist greater public co-operation 
in the coming year so as to make it completely effective in the 
existing areas and enable expansion to further areas. 


Education. 


My Government have adopted the policy of making educa- 
tion free in Middle Schools and have already abolished fees in 
Forms I and II from the beginning of 1954-55 and in continuation 
of this policy they propose to abolish fees in Form III in the 
coming financial year. They have paid constant attention to the 
necessity of reorientating the system of education and they have 
appointed a Special Officer for its urgent implementation. With 
aview toafford vocational training at every stage steps have 
been 'taken to introduce progressively basic education and diver 
sified courses of Studiesin the High Schools as well as convert 
them gradually to the multipurpose type. My. Government pro- 
pose to complete progressively this change-over to vocational 
training throughout the State. The necessity to improve the 
‘working of the University and to make it autonomous has been 
carefully considered by my Government and a bill for the pur- 
pose is being introduced. The necessity for advanced training 
in agriculture ina predominantly agricultural State like ours 
has received the urgent consideration of my Government and 
they have decided to start a combined Agricultural and Veteri- 
nary College by June 1955. . ; 


Agriculture. 


‘. My Government have taken. up a large-scale programme of 
intensive paddy cultivation on. the Japanese method and have 
arranged for prompt assistance. by the Department of Agricul« 
ture to avoid crop losses due to pests. The expeditious comz 
pletion of the Thottapally Spillway by my Government would 
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minimise losses due to flood inthe Kuttanad area. A compul- 
sory crop insurance scheme which could spread out and reduce 
the incidence of their crop losses is proposed to be placed before 
the agriculturists. It is also intended to reclaim three thousand 
acres of paddy land from the Vembanad Lake in three blocks to 
be cultivated on a co-operative basis by landless families to be 
settled on the reclaimed bunds. y Government also intend to 
continue an intensive manure drive to obtain better yields and 
to make this effective they propose to start a large-scale soil 
testing laboratory attached to the Agricultural College. They 
also intend to start a well-equipped research unit attached to 
the College to study the problems of the cultivators and an 
efficient Extension branch to disseminate the results of research 
among the agriculturists. 36 Multi-purpose Co-operative Socie- 
ties have already been organised and steps have been taken to 
organise 20 Farming Societies during the year. Government 
have also obtained from the Reserve Bank of India a credit limit 
of Rs. 20 lakhs for the Travancore-Cochin State Co-operative 
Bank for giving short-term credits to agriculturists. The 

‘ expansion of short-term credit facilities to the agriculturists will 
receive the constant attention of my Government. 


Food. 


The food position in the State has always been a cause of 
anxiety during the past few years but my Government have 
succeeded in giving substantial relief in this matter. The local 
procurement of paddy was given up from the 7th April 1954 and 
this afforded considerable relief by making better quality local 
rice available in the market. With a view to afford some relief 
tothe poorer classes Government effected a reduction in the 
retail price of rice tothe extent of 3 pies per edangali with 
effect from 15-5-1954. In consonance with the All-India policy, 
my Government raised all the restrictions on the price, move- 
ment and distribution of rice with effect from 10-7-1954; but 
with a view to protect the poorer classes from profiteering they 
-have ensured a steady supply of good quality rice in fair price 
shops at controlled rates. These steps have resulied in adequate 
quantities of very good quality of rice being made available in the 
free market at prices below the controlled rate. The Rice Mills 
Licensing Order was brought into effect from 1-10-1954 and as 
soon as the report of the All-India Rice Mill Committee regard- 
ing the milling of rice is available, Government intend to take 
positive.steps to encourage the hand-pounding of rice,- Due to 
‘the revision of food policy, my Government effected substantial 
retrenchment in the Civil Supplies Department but they took 
care to ehsure that all the retrenched persons were provided in 
suitable vacancies in other Departments without creating addi- 
tional posts for that purpose. Although at the time of de-conirol, 
Government had about thres months’ stock of rice, they propose 
to return it to the Government of India at economic cost so ag 
not to incur further loss on food. ; .

With your permission Sir, I shall read the recommendation 
of the Conservator of Forests on this matter, 


“The Water-spread area inthe Neyyattinkara Range falls 
mainly within Kottur Reserve and partly in Kottur extension and 
Nettukaltheri Reserve, 


»~ Asper notification published in the Gazette and in the 
dailies, tenders were invited for the extraction of timber from 
Kottur extension and Nettukaltheri reserves. Six tenders were 
received on 28-6-1954, the date fixed for tender. ‘I'he lowest 


rate offered works out to Rs. 1-0-3 per C. ft. while the highest 
rate comes to Rs, 1-6-0 per C. ft, 


The area for which tender has been called for on 28-6-1954 is 
vying at the nearer endand is easily accessible. Evidently the 
work of extraction here is easier and the cheapest compared with 
the rest of the area. The remaining portion of the water-spread 
area in Neyyattinkara Range falls purely within Kottur Reserve, 


Regarding the past experience of the Department in the 
extraction of timber from Kottur Reserve, I have to emphasise 
the fact that the attempts made by the standing supply contrac- 
tors in previous years in coupes XII, XV and XVI ended in 
utter failure with the result that the Dapartmant was not able 
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to work down any timber to the depot from ‘these localities. It 
was only after inviting tenders on more than one occasion that 
the Department was able to secure this contractor 1o undertake 
the work of extraction from this area (coupe XVI) at reasonable 
rates. There is absolutely no exaggeration inadding that the 
only contractor who was able to supply at the depot a fairly 
large quantity of timber from Kottur Reserve is none other 
than the petitioner, Shri P. S. Seshachalam who has executed 
agreement dated 10-12-1951 as per the rates obtained in open 
tender. Inspite of the extremely difficull nature of the locality 
his success in working down thober from Koltur Reserve is 
purely due to the fact that he has constructed good roads fora 
distance of about 2510 30 miles al enormous cost. What he 
anticipated by way of profil has been largely spent in the forests 
for opening these roads which had to be taken across steep hill 
slopes and many streams. 

As already pointed out, the rate obtained in the tender 
dated 28-6-1954 is for the extract.on of timber from easily ac- 
cessible areas. The remaining portion of the water spread area 
which falls in the interior of Kottur Reserve runs over a dis- 
tance of aboul 12 miles. The extraction of timber from this 
portion of Kottur Reserve is more difficult and costly. The rates 
already sanctioned to the contractor as per his above agreement 
are Rs, 1-15-0 per C. ft. of Maruthy and Unnam and Rs. 2-3-0 
per C. ft. of other superior junglewood species. Now he has 
reduced annas 4 per C. ft. from the sanctioned rates. Then the 
reduced rates come to Rs. 1-11-0 and Rs. 4-15-0 respectively. 
Taking the entire area as a whole and considering the rates 
obtained for easy locality and those required for work in the 
most difficult and inaccessible areas the present offer of the 
petitioner is reasonable and advantageous to Government. 


Apart from the above, another point valls for serious con- 
sideration, The work is vf a very urgent nature and has tobe 
completed before the construction of the Dam. The removal of 
the residual tree growtn will be possitle only after completion 
of the extraction of saleable trees. Under such emergent 
circumstances all precautions have to be taken to safeguard 
Government interest. Since it was already established that the 
petitioner alone was able to carry out successfully the work of 
extraction of tiraber frem Kottur Reserve, it will be only fair 
and advisable to entrust the work to this contractor who has 
proved to be pioncer in opening up an unworkable area to the 
great advantage of Government. 


Besides the reduction of annas 4, the contractor has also 
agreed that he is prepared to accept by way of kolevila sale pro- 
ceeds minus seigniorage current at the time of his agreement 
dated 10-12-1951 for timber worked down to the depot and sold. 
Since this is a case of clearfelling ofall the saleable trees, the 
Department cannot expect the same price as in the case of logs 
out of selection fellings. Considering this aspect, the under- 
taking regarding the seigniorage given by the contractor is de- 
finitely more advantageous.

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In view of the facts detailed above, I would suggest that the

“Shri M. K.’Kochu Makkar entered into an agreement on 
7-6-1951 with the Divisional Forest Officer, Kottayam for work- 
ing down dead, overmature and uprooted teak and blackwood 
from Ranni Reserve in the Manimala Range. In the course of 
working, it was found that some 55 such trees were available for 
extraction. Since it was not advisable to leave such trees in the 
forests to be destroyed by fire and since similar trees might be- 
come further available during the course of work, all those 55

S. Nataraja Pillai: The question of abolition of 
Thiruppuvaram is to be taken up as a general question. This is 
a matter affecting all tenures of lands, and hence this has to be 
taken up and disposed of as a general question. There is no 
justification for making a special provision regarding Thiruppu- | 
varam due to Sree Pad nanabhaswami fempie as distinguished 
from other Thiruppuvarams. 

Shri T. S. Ramaswami: May I know the attitude of the 
Government with regard to Thiruppuvarams in connection wi 
Sree Padmanabhaswami Temple lands. 


Shri P. S. Nataraja Pillai: AsI said when we deal with 
Thiruppuvaram, we have to deal with Thiruppuvarams as a 
whole. It is a general question which is to be dealt with as such, 

Shri T. 8. Ramaswami: May I know how long it willtake 
for implementing the recommendations of the Moniam Karam 
Enquiry Committee? . 

Shri P. S. Nataraja Pillai: Thiruppuvaram is Thiruppu- 
varam whether it is in respect of Sri Pandaravaga lands or other 
lands. That isa matter tobe dealt with as a whole. Here as ( 
far as the Sri Pandaravaga Thiruppuvaram is concerned, the 
Committee came to the conclusion that the landholders may be 
relieved of the burden. With regard to other Thiruppuvarams. 
it is to be decided whether the landholders should pay for it or 
not. Thatisa matter which is engaging the attention of the 
Government, Government cannot arrive at a decision solely in 
respect of one type of land.

Shri Panampilli Govinda Menon: Sir, under the Rules leave 
of the House has to be taken first. If leave is granted, the Spea. 
ker may, after considering the state of business in the Assembly, 
allot a day or days or part of a day for the discussion of the 
motion. Instead of-that, we find that time is already fixed in 


the agenda. 
Mr. Speaker: In the agenda it is stated « . “if leave is gran. 
ted.” No-confidence motion has been given top priority. | 
Shri Panampilli Govinda Menon: Sir, in the agenda it is 
stated: If leave is granjed the motion will be taken up for dis- 
cussion at once. Rule 67 will indicate that after leave is granted 
it isforthe Speaker to fix a day or days or part of a day for the 
di sussion of the motion. I presume that in so fixing the time the 
views of the Leader of the House, the Leader of Opposition and 
the general sense of the House will be taken into consideration, 
' But here I find in the agenda that you, Mr. Speaker, have al. 
ready decided that if leave is granted it will be taken up for dis. 
cussion at once. Why should that departure be made from the 
general tenour of the rule? I-submit-that it is wrong to prepare 
the agenda in that way. It is absolutely absurd. The mover 
may like to make some representation- I would like to make 
some representation as Leader of the Opposition; probably the 
Léader of the House may also like to make some representation, 
‘Tread in the newspapers a statement made by the Leader of the 
House that discussion on the Rajpramukh‘s address _ was not 
posted for this day but postponed because he could not be pree 
sent in the House today, that is on the 27th. Therefore, in fair- 
ness to the House it was stated by the Leader of the House that 
the discussion on the Rajpramukh’s address was postponed to 
some other day.

ShriT. K. Divakaran: You ought to know. 


Shyi Panampilli Govinda Menon: There are several things 
which I ought to know but which I do not know. 


Now seven members of this House are in custody..... . 
ol. all. al cetceand: mm ogy HBomUOTMMIMAS Modjo 
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Shri Panampilli Govinda Menon: There is no ruling that I 
should not say that seven members are in custody. . 


Seven members of the House are in custody.... 
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Speaker: Such repetitions may be avoided. 

Shri Panampilli Govinda Menon: I am at a loss to under- 
stand why certain members of certain parties should be nervous 
about reference to certain members being in custody. I do not 
refer to it any further. — 


The point is that we must give an opportunity to the mover 
of the motion and those hon’ble members who supported for leave 
being granted to make an attempt whether within the days 
prescribed by the rules they could attend the House and take 
part in the proceedings. It should be the look-out of the Chair 
to see that as far as possible all members of the House take part 
in the discussions. . 


Sir, you may be aware of cases where privilege have been 
raised before the Speaker that when members are in custody 
they had not the benefit of expressing their point of view. All 
that we ask for here is confined to the four corners of the Rule. 
So I say let that request be granted from all parts of the House. 
Let it not be said that there was an unfair attempt to throttle 
discussion on this issue. I therefore humbly request you, Sir, 
that the motion may be taken up for discussion on 5th February 
1955. ‘The Hon’ble Leader of the House suggested that business 
of the House will be held up if this motion is not taken up and 
decided on. There is nothing like that; neither the business of the 
House nor the business cf Government need beheld up. After 
all, this Government was carrying on allthese days with the 
support of 17 members, No other party had formally promised 
support for him. Ido not know what the position is today for 
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his party. The Leader of the House, the Chief Minister, did not 
find any difficulty for the carrying on of the administration. I 
should even say he’ had absolutely no trouble to carry onthe . 
administration till this day. Then because a no-confidence 
motion has now been tabledin the House, why should he feel 
any difficulty in transacting business for 7 or 8 days more ? If he 
feels any difficulty, if his political or constitutional conscience 
pricks him in the matter of administration, he may confine him- 
self to day-to-day matters. In the meanwhile, I do not think the 
business of the House should be held up andI make the request 
that the discussion of this motion may be taken on 5th February, 
If the agenda of 5th February contains that item, well and good. 
If the discussion does not come up that day, we who supported 
Mr. Nadar for leave being granted to make the motion will have 
to request him to refuse to make the motion because it is an 
unfair circumstance to carry on discussion without the other 
members of that party. Weconsider that is of vital importance 
for the discussion of..this matter. Ifguch adjournment is not 
given I would make a personal request to him not to move the 
motion and he will haveto heed to my request, for it is we 
alone who supported him at this moment. We are only at the 
stage of grant of leave tomove. It isa preparatory ground for 
the motion being taken up for discussion. Under these circum- 
satuces J request you, Sir, to allow such an adjournment. 
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Shri Panampilli Govinda Menon: Sir, I take objection to the 
word glans. 
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Shri A. Thanu Pillai: Sir, may Isayaword? I really am 
shocked to find the Leader of the Opposition bringing forward. 
a demand of this kind. What are its implications? Some mem- 
bers of this House are in custody. Wait till they are released. 
Seven members of this House are incustody. Wait till they are 
released. That is his line of argument. No doubt, they may be 
in custody. Is it open toa member of this House to bring for- 
ward a plea of this nature? [I do not want to question the 
nature of it. You just consider this point. Suppose the seven 
members are not released on bail. I do not know how my 
friend, the Leader of the Opposition, is sure that the application 
for bail is going to be granted. : 


Shri Panampilli Govinda Menon: I did not say that it ‘is 
going to be granted. 


Shri A. Thanu Pillai: ‘You said that. ; 
Shri Panampilli Govinda Menon: I say, I did not. 


Shri A. Thanu Pillai: I do not want to be interrupted like 
that even by the Leader of the Opposition’, 


Shri Panampilli Govinda Menon: I say, I did not say like 
that. 


Shri A. Thanu Pillai: I know whatIsay. An application 
was presented for their release. As these extraneous matters 
have been brought into the discussion in this House, I must 
make it known to the members of this House. A specific appli- 
cation was presented before the High Court of Travancore 
Cochin by these very same persons for being permitted to attend 
the Assembly. 
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Shri A. Thanu Pillai: Sir, an application was presented 
pefore the hon. High Court of Travancore-Cochin. It heard the 
arguments and rejected that application. Now, here it is stated, 
“we are going to move”, I donot know which court, “we hope 
they will be released on bail. we hope these seven people will 
come free”. Now I may be permitted to tell with utmost sorrow 
that there is some suggestion beneata that statement that those 
that put forward that statement have reason to believe that bail 
will be granted as against the order passed by the High Court of 
Travancore-Cochin. Now'what is the basis for that presump- 
tion? I must submit that it is unworthy of any member of this 
House to make a statement of that kind. Thatis one aspect of 
the matter. . 


Now about the conduct of members. A good deal depends 
upon the conduct of members. Some may be worthy-to be 
members in this House. Others may not be. There may be 
happenings, doings, sayings, that will lead to some ‘people being 
confined in jails. ne 


Shri K. M. Chandy: This smacks of Rarnaaswamy Iyer—the 
saying that some may be worthy, some may not be worthy. 


Shri A. Thanu Pillai: But it does not smack of men like 
you. It may smack of men like Ramaswamy Iyer,a very emi- 
nent Indian. Iam not sorry,I am not ashamed. I am ashamed 
only if it smacks of some others. Fortunately it does not. 
There is absolutely no justification for these statements. We 
cannot take these things undisputed. 


I would request hon. Members to consider another 
aspect of the matter. Suppose these seven members are 
released on bail which is very impracticable. The next day ten 
other members of thisHouse may be arrested. It is not im- 
possible. 


Shri Panampilli Govinda Menon: I do not suppose you 
contemplate it. I hope you do not. 


Shri A. Thanu Pillai: That intérpretation is absurd. 


Shri Panampilli Govinda Menon: Sir, I rise to a point of 
order, Is the word “absurd” parliamentary ? ‘ 


Shri A. Thanu Pillai: WhatI said was that his interpreta- 
tion was absurd. ; 


Shri Panampilli Govinda Menon: Sir, Iam raising a point 
of order. 


Shri A. Thanu Pillai: He can raise a point of order. But 
he cannot address me- . 


Shri Panampilli Govinda Menon: Sir,can he call it absurd? 
In that case I can also retaliate. 


Shri A. Thanu Pillai: Sir, he must learn the elements of 
_ Parliamentary practice. 
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Shvi A, Thanu Pillai: Sir, may I proceed ? 
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Shri A. Thanu Pillai: Suppose ten other members get 
arrested the next day. Then also the same objection will come. 
They will say “ten members of our party are arrested. You 
get them released. A bail application has been presented”. 
They may or may not come. Then two other members may be 
arrested. again. Then again the party will say, “we are a group 
of 47. If these two persons are also released we become 49 and 
therefore give us time”. I ask, is it for this House to consider 
things like these? The world is not coming to an end. 
Certainly, it is not for this House to consider these things. 
Practically we have been wasting our time. Business should 
be done with the members available. It is not the look out of 
this House to enquire which members arepresent or not. With 
the members present we should carry on the business of the 
House, Thatis allthat Parliamentary practice requires. That 
is all that is possible. Therefore, Sir, on this account certainly 
there is absolutely no justification to postpone the discussion. 
Not only that. We must carry on our business: The honourable 
Member suggested that we may confine ourselves to routine 
matters. Why should we? If we act, we actfully. Of course, 
as for the time and the date, I leave it to ba decided by the 
Chair. But the arguments are all beside the point. When 
another motion is brought up, then it will be time to consider it. 
Therefore, I very humbly submit to you and to the House that 
these arguments lead us no-where. They cannot be heeded to. 
We must proceed with the discussion as early as possible. I 
leave the decision to you, Sir. 


Shri Joseph Chazhikattu: Sir,........ 
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Shri Panampilli Govinda Menon: It will be fair, under the 
circumstances which I explained in this House if the discussion 
isnot adjourned to tomorrow or day after tomorrow. Iam not 
master of the situation. I sliould think that in fairness, it should 
come for discussion on the 5th of February.

Mr. Speaker : I have fixed it for day after tomorrow, 


Shri M. P. Menon: May I know whether there willbe any 
business to be transacted for tomorrow. If he is not going to 
move it day after tomorrow, a day will be wasted. It has already 
been suggested by Shri Govinda Menon who supported Mr. Nadar 
that unless a specific datehas been fixed as 5th February, he 
would request Mr. Nadar not to move his motion,

Shyi Panampilli Govinda Menon: That is my point of view. 
Mr. Speaker: We shall adjourn to meet again day after to- 
morrow morning at 8 O’ clock.

The next adjournment motion is from Shri P. R. 
Madhavan Pillai ‘The grave and serious threat tothe life 
and peace of the people of the areas under the jurisdiction of 
Messrs. Rishikesan Nair and Venugopalan, S. I, Chavara 
and Circle Inspector, Kottayam respectively arising out of want- 
on police excesses.” . 


There is a similar motion given notice of by Shri N. Raghava 
Kurup—“The grave and serious threat to the life and peace of 
the people of the areas under the jurisdiction of Mr. Venugo- 
palan,Circle Inspector of Police, Kottayam, arising out of wanton 
police excesses.” The Statement given is as follows: —~‘‘The arr- 
est and illtreatment of Shri M. Thomas, advocate, Kottayam, at 
the Kasba Police Station on 25-12-1954 at the hands of the Circle 
Inspector of Police, Kottayam, the lathi charge on a peaceful pro- 
cession consisting of more than ten thousand people atKottayam 
on 14-1-1955 and the Iltreatment and misbehaviour towards Com. 
P. T. Punnoose M. P. and N. Raghava Kurup, M. L. A. who went 
to the spot to enquire into the incident of lathi charge are only 
afew of the many atrocities perpetrated by the police under the 
leadership of the Circle Inspector, Kottayam, Ithas become a 
serious and grave threat to peaceful existence for the people at 
and near about Kottayam.” 


The adjournment motion given notice of by Shri K. A. 
Sivarama Bharathy is as follows:~ ‘“‘that the business of this 
House be adjourned to discuss a definite matter of urgent public 
importance, viz. the arrests andthe continuing high-handed 
action of the Police against innocent workers and their families 
after the 16th of January.” Statementis as follows: —~‘‘On the 
16th January night Shri Krishnan and some others are alleged to 
have been attacked by unknown persons. Following the inci- 
dent Police terror has béen let loose on the workers of the Nelli- 
ampathi Estate. 20 workers have been arrested. Police enter 
the Estate workers’ lines, force open houses, molest and beat 
innocent women and Children. Hundreds of innocent men have 
already fled from the estate for fear of Police torture.” 


I will now call upon the Chief Minister to explain, the fact, 


Chief Minister (Shri A. Thanu Pillai): Sir, These matters 
have been brought/te the notice of the Government, I can 
assure the House that Government are very much interested in 
seeing that in the maintenance of peace and order, the police 
behave in such a way that there will be no legitimate ground for 
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complaint. Sir, you know, the House also knows, that Govern- 
ment have already taken steps to improve the conditions of 
service of the Police. Government have in view in doing so the 
enforcement of right behaviour on the part of the Police as well. 
T can assure the House that Government are not at all interested 
in any way sheltering the Police against the legitimate com- 
plaints of the public, These matters that have come here in the 
various adjournment motions are now being enquired into, 
I ¢an assure the House that Government will sce to it, that while 
improving the conditions of service, as I suid, of the Police, 
constabulary and the officers, Government will take all possible 
steps to stamp out conditions in which there will be legitimate 
ground for complaint. Proper steps will certainly be taken to 
bring to book any officer who is found to be al fault. The House 
will be aware, Ihope, that certain allegations of this kind have 
already been enquired into under orders of Government, and 
some reports have been already received. There has been very 
little time to look into those matters. I hope that this statement 
of mine will satisfy all sections of this House. While everybody 
can legitimately expect the necessary lawful protection from 
the Police, they can also expect that Government will not spare 
any pains to see that the police are not allowed to give any room 
for legitimate complaints. Ihope, Sir, that this statement will 
satisfy the House. I don’t think it is necessary to go into every 
incident in detail. All these allegations are under enquiry now. 
IThope hon. Members who have given notice of these motions 
will consider this situation and will find it unnecessary to move 
these motions. 
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Mr. Speaker: He is just placing some facts for the informa- 
tion of Government regarding an incident which took place. 
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Shri T.P. Sitaraman : Ona point of order. We don’t hear 
what the hon. Member says. There issome defect in the mike 
arrangement. . 

Mr. Speaker: If hon. Members will speak up, lam sure all 
of us will hear. . 

Shri T. P. Sitaraman: I request that the arrangement may 
be made more efficient. We don’t hear what the other party 
says. 
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Mr. Speaker: Iam not going to allow any such’ discussion. 
Now, the facts have been gathered. Government have also 
assured that necessary steps will be taken in the matter. So in 


the light of the reply of the Chief Minister, [ am rejecting all 
the adjournment motions in connection with police excesses. 
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Minister for Finance (Shri P.S. Nataraja Pillai): Sir, This 
is a motion bearing on evictions. We in this State, have a Stay 
of Execution Proceedings Act which prohibits eviction. We 
have another law in the State, giving permanency of occupation 
to Kudikidappukars. Thus there is protection, protection in the 
sense that all lands which are leased out and are in possession 
of tenants cannot be taken possession of by their owners, and the 
tenants have the right to enjoy these lands without being 
evicted. The tenants cannot be evicted under the law. Inthe 
same manner Kudikidappukars in the properties of others are 
also given permanency of occupancy of their households and 
they also cannot be evicted. Then, Sir, I think, it is the eviction 
by illegal methods or by force that is envisaged in this motion.: 
When the State has taken care to provide adequate protection 
by law, if anybody acts illegally itis for the parties who are 
subjected to that illegal action to seek remedies in Courts of 
Justice. But being a matter in which the parties evicted are 
poor and have very little economic resource, Government can 
certainly consider the matier and examine the question once 
again as to how far any steps can be taken to give more ade- 
quate protection, As far as the Law as it stands today, Govern- 
ment have provided as much protection as possible to the 
leaseholders and tenants-at-bill. Ifit is felt that the question 
should be re-examined further so asto give further protection 
or adequate protection to the tenants and lessees, certainly 
Government is prepared to examine this. But at this moment 
Tam not ina position to say without further legal examination 
of this question how far the Government will be able to act in 
the matter. 
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Then a reference was made about the Police and goondas 
effecting eviction, Sir, as far as I know, if the Police and 
goondas do an illegal act, then they themselves are subject to 
the ordinary laws of the country and can be proceeded against. 


Under the Kudikidappukars Act there is a provision that 
the kudikidappukars should register themselves within a parti- 
cular period. Notifications were published once or twice and 
the time for such registration was also extended. There may be 
cases still, where they might not have registered themselves. 
If that is giving room for this kind of eviction, certainly Govern- 
ment can consider the matter again and give further time to 
have the kudikidappukars registered under the provisions of 
that Act. That isa question which Government can examine. 
Anyway there.have not been such complaints pending before 
the Government, but if it is the view of the Members. of this 
House, that it isa matter to be examined again and time for 
registration must be extended, certainly Government are pre- 
pared to consider it. Government will enquire into the matter 
and study the question once more and ifit is found necessary 
that any further legislation should be undertaken to protect 
these lessees and tenants, action will be taken on these lines to 
give them security. Sir,in the light of this explanation I think 
that my friend who has tabled the motion will see his way to 
withdraw it. 
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Shri A. Thanu Pillai: Sir, I can assure the House that 
Government are very much interested in seeing that the Police 
do not give room for-legitimate complaints. If there are cases 
where the Police want to hide their identity, Government will 
certainly look into them. I admit there have been cases of 
complaint of this kind in various places, but it will be the ear- 
nest endeavour of Government, Sir, to see that protection is 
given wherever protection is deserved. AsI have already stat- 
ed this morning , nobody need be under any apprehension that 
Government will anyway offer shelter to any Government officer 
including members of the Police Force in the wrong things that 
they do. That is all I can say-about this at this stage. 
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With regard to evictions generally, as my colleague inform- 
med the House, Government are very much interested to see 
that landless and homeless people are not turned out of their 
homesteads. All possible steps in that direction will be taken by 
Government. . It will be seen from the bills which we have al- 
ready presented before the House that more protection is sought 
to be given to occupants than is available under the existing 
law and it will be possible sa far as I can see the trends in this 
House that that protection is made more secure. This House 
may also consider whether illegal evictions effected during recent 
times may not also be covered by the protective provisions of 
the bill when it is passed into law. Ido not see any reason why 
retrospective effect should not be given to evictions of that kind. 
Government are as much interested as anybody else in this 
House and in the country, to see that poor land less and home- 
less people are given as much protection as possible. 1 hope, 
Sir, that this statement of mine will reassure the Member who 
has brought forward the motion. 
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Shri A. Thanu Pillai: As I have already stated, we will 
examine that.

Shyi A. Thanu Pillai: I move that the Travancore-Cochin 
Hindu Religious Institutions Amendment Bill be taken into 
consideration. 

Shri P. S.. Nataraja Pillai: I second it. 


Shri. A. Thanu Pillai: Sir, this is a Bill that seeks to replace 
an Ordinance issued by the Government. The situation arose, 
Sir, as a consequence of a decist#h of the Travancore-Cochin 
High Court whereby the Cochin Devaswom Board was deprived 
of one of its members. The law as it stands provides that for 
each of the Devaswom Boards i. e., the Travancore Devaswom 
Board and the Cochin Devaswom Board there should be three 
members. The Member elected -by this House to the Cochin 
Devaswom Board was unseated as a consequence of the decision 
of the High Court that the election was invaid:. Asa result, 
there are only two members now functioning in the Board. 
And, there is no provision in the Act to meet such a situation. 
Therefore the Ordinance was issued enabling the Board to fune- 
tion even if there was not the full complement of members. This 
was found to be absolutely necessary. I hope that the House 
will give its consent that the bill to be passed into law. 
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Shri P. S. Nataraja Pillai; Was he not elected by the Hindy 
Members of this House? 
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Shri P. S. Nataraja Pillai: Had the Member tabled an amend. 
ment for that Act when it was under consideration? 

Shri Kalathil Velayudhan Nair; Yes Sir, I had. 

Shri P. S, Nataraja Pillai: And, I had the honour of support- 
ing that amendment. Has the member put in any amendment 
now? 
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Shri A. Thanu Pillai: Sir, Ihave tosay just a word about 
that. I admit there are many defects in the existing Act. The 
whole Act, may have to be examined; probably the whole basis 
of the Act may have to be reconsidered. Anyway the situation 
arose in whicha change in the law was necessary. An ordi- 
nance has been issued and that has to be made law. I admit 
defects in the Act, have to be remedied. Of course, this is not the 
occasion to review all those things. There may also be many 
other things in which there can be differences of opinion. 
But this is an emergency measure and therefore this Bill 
has ‘to be passed. We will deal with all those things later. 
Mr. Velayudhan Nair can as well bring in a non-official Bill’ 

Shri Kalathil Velayudhan Nair: I am drafting a Bill, andI 
will bring it before this House. The only question is whether 
it will be accepted. 

Shri A. Thanu Pillai: Government. are also interested andthe 
matter is engaging the attention of Government. I may inform 
the House that certain suggestions are being obtained regarding 
the mattér because Government feel that the whole thing has to 
be reconsidered. 

In regard to the question of changing the Rule this is not the 
proper time. Government are considering whether some time 
can be given before the coming election. Government will see 
that the matter is examined and if possible the necessary changes 
introduced, Probably some adjustment has to be made. But 
these are not insurmountable difficulties. I request that the 
Bill be passed at once,

Shri A. Thanu Pillai: I move that the Bill be passed, 


Shri P. S. Nataraja Pillai; I second it.

The Bill was passed. 
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The Travancore~Cochin Verumpattamdars Bill. 


Shri P. S. Nataraja Pillai: I move that the Travancore- 
Cochin Verumpattamdars Bill be referred to a Select Commitee 
consisting of the Members I shall name shortly. In doing go 
I wish to place before the Members of the Housé some facts, 
This Bill was circulated by the Legislative Assembly for elicit. 
ing public opinion. Representative opinions covering practically 
all shades of opinion, and all points of view have been received. 
The opinions have been printed and made available to the 
Members. A rough analysis of the opinion reveals that, so far 
as this Bill is concerned, there is not much opposition in regard 
to the principles of the Bill, which is to ensure that the fruit of 
enterprise and labour is fairly apportioned among all who 
contribute them and not unjustly withheld by a few from the 
many. The bulk of the opinions relates to matters of detail. 
Regarding the necessity for granting fixity or for stipulating 
fair rent there does not seem to be much opposition. This 
was recommended by the Land Policy Committee of the 
Travancore-Cochin State on pages 51, 52 of the Report. In the 
Report we find: 


“We do not believe that elimination of tenants at will ‘who 
generally are aservile crowd dependant upon the 
arbitrary whims of their landlord’, for continuity of 
possession, and their conversion into practically 
independent farmers in cultivation with substanti- 
ally all rights of property in the soil, subject only 
to the liability to pay fair rent to their lessors, 
whose rights of ownership are sterilised against 
all possible misuse can in any way affect adversely 
the agricultural economy of the State. The tenant 
who does not enjoy fixity of tenure has seldom any 
attachment to the land and does not feel any 
interest in making improvements at his expense, 
as that means increase of rent, and there is always 
the possibility that he may not get full value for 
the improvements on eviclion. Even attempts to 
make improvements are in some cases, met by’ 
suits for eviction, as the landlord, sometimes with 
perfect bonafides, think that the improvements are . 
sought to be made to make eviction difficult for him. 
_Absence of satisfactory leasing contracts, which ~ 
give the tenant a share, not only in the improve- 
ments which he makes, but also in the residual 
fertility of the soil, is one of the reasons which 
contributes to the progressive deterioration of the - 
soil in any country. We are definitely of opinion 
that security of tenure orfair rents, should be 


guaranteed to the verumpattam tenants within the 
State’’. 


Not only that. In their recommendations they have defi- 
nitely recorded that fixity of tenure is a necessity for the tenants. 


c 
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The Planning Commission, in their report on Land Policy, 
has advocated fixity of tenure to the tenants. This view is 
thus accepted on all hands. The difference, if at all, seems to 
be as regards the kind of transaction to which the Bill should 
be applied, the quantum of fair rent, the class of tenants to 
whom fixity should be given, the extent of land to be allowed 
for resumption of cultivation, the necessity for periodical 
revision, payment of pattam in kind and matters of a similar 
nature. 

One important provision in the Bill, as I have stated in the 
objects and reasons, isthe deviation from the existing Cochin 
Law regarding resumption, but the provisions in this Bill are 
based on the report of the Land Policy Committee wherein 
they provide that cultivators or owners must be given the right 
to resume land for self-cultivation. The provisions in this Bill 
closely follow the recommendations. The Planning Commission 
has also recommended resumption of land for self cultivation. 
Hon. Members will agree, I hope, that regarding these detailed 
provisions, various views are possible and with the advantage 
of the materials now available, it would be possible to hammer 
out at least in the Select Committee stage a Bill acceptable to 
all. I am confident that the Select Committee would consider 
in detail all the points raised and opinions expressed and would 
be ina position to evolve a solution reconciling all points ofa 
view and the Bill as it emerges from the Select Committee will 
be one which would be generally acceptable to all.

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(Several Members stood up to speak) 


Myr. Deputy Speaker: Now that we have got a provisional 
list of the Members of the Select Committee on this bill, I think 
it is better that Members who have a chance to go into the 
Select Committee may at present keep away allowing the other 
members to express their view points, 
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Clause 34 deals with conditions of surrender of holding. It 
says: — 

“A verumpattamdar may surrenderthe holding to his land- 
lord where he has not sub-leased the holding, provided 

(a) one month’s notice of his intention to do so has been 
given.in writing to the landlord; , 

(b) no portion of the holding is excluded except as the 
result of irresistible force; : 

(c) the arrears of pattam and other accrued dues are 
tendered; 

(d) the value or utility of the holding has not been 
materially and permanently impaired during the tenancy by acts 
of waste. . 

The landlord shall be bound to accept the surrender after 
giving credit to the security for pattam,if any, received, but 
shall not be liable to pay the value of improvements, which he 
would otherwise be bound to pay underthe Travancore-Cochin 
Compensation for Tenants’ Improvements Act, 1954.” ; 
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Dr. A.R. Menon: Sir, I feel very much diffident in entering 
into a discussion on this subject because this Bill has been 
presented in various Legislative Assemblies in India and 
though it was on the anvil of the Legislative Assembly for 
a long time no where has it reached the stage of implementation. 
The reason is not far to seek, for there is no question which 
bristles with greater difficulty as the question of agrarian re- 
form. If you want to solve this question, the spirit of extreme 
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views should be given up and all of us must put together our 
views to produce a measure of relief, if not perfect, at least 
some measure of relief to the labouring classes who are working 
day. and night in the fields. Sir, I see representatives of 
various parties indulging in quarrels here. ButIdo not see 
that one important party, the party of ithe people of Travancore- 
Cochin. We forget the interests of the general public in our 
attempts to get advantage of each other and criticise each other’s 
policy. Unless we give up this idea, unless we properly handle 
it, this question which is such an important one will bring 
about graver consequences than what we are seeking to 
remedy today. Do we realise the real situation? Out of 
100 pattadars, 95 pattadars hold lands of five acres or less, and 
if you fix the ceiling at 15 acres, 98 per cent. of the landholders 
come under this category. Then what remains ? Only 2 per 
cent. of the landholders hold more than 15 acres. Do you pro- 
pose to take lands and if so to what extent, and thus give relief . 
to the 2 per cent.? It is a mistake to think that the lands 
acquired by our ancestors and our fore-fathers should not be 
touched by the Government, Conditionshave changed in this 
land with the birth of Independence. Various forces have been 
' liberated, and: those forces act and react upon the framework of 
society, twist and bring about changes to shape it in a different 
.form. We areata stage when radical changes are taking place. . 
It is folly on the part of landholders to claim inviolability of 
their lands. Atthe same time we, sitting on this side, have 
a responsibility, a greater responsibility than my friends, sit- 
ting on the other side—I mean the Communists and ,the United 
Front Party Members.. They represent sections in the lower 
economic sphere whereas we ‘represent’ a larger section, of 
the whole people divided vertically, that is to say, we repre- 
sent the landed, landless, the tenants, the labourers, all the 
-eategories. Therefore, we represent a larger section of the 
people whereas they confine their attention to a limited section. 
They can confine their attention toa limited scope whereas 
we have to take a general and broader view. It is inevitable that 
in these circumstances, there will be differences of opinion bet- 
ween these two sections. At the same time, let it not be under- 
stood that we are against the interests of the working classes, of 
the labourers or the poor farmers who earn their bread with 
great difficulty and feed their children with empty breasts. But 
what I stress here is if you want to give relief to them you must 
be guided by reason and by fair sense. It is easy to make a lot 
of noice here and show much lip sympathy. We must regulate 
our conduct here, take into consideration all the various aspects 
of the problem and then devise means and measures to give, 
if not completely, at least some relief to them. How long are 
they to remain like this ? The majority of our people are poor. 
They have practically no hcuses. They are half-naked and. are 
living in huts. Unless the benefits of the administration penet- 
rate to them all the exertions of this Government, all your 
attempts to relieve the distress of the people will fail and fail

disastrously. That is the reason why I say that we should join 
together, adjust the view points as far as possible, forget the 
party label and remember that there is only one party—the 
Travancore-Cochin People’s Party. Then there is a chance of 
solving this problem. J donot wish to say anything further 
except that it isthe considered policy of the great organisation 
to which I have the privilege to belong, that there must be a 
ceiling with regard to the holding of land. What is the nature 
of the ceiling has to be decided by a Committee of this House. 
But the principle of ceiling is accepted by the House. There 
must be fixity of tenure. Congress initaited it and we, as its 
humble and loyal followers, are prepared to acceptan agreed 
decision. 


Then with regard to fair rent. That is a very difficult 
question. In France it is accepted. ‘There all the expenses of 
cultivation are borne by the landlord and all the labour given 
by the farmers and the produce is divided equally. That is their 
principle. There are various principles operating in different 
parts of the world. The data may vary from State to State 
What we have to bear in mind is, while giving solace and help to 
the poor you should not persecute the other classes. As I said, 
we represent all these classes, and while our sympathies will 
: always be with the peasants and agriculturists, we are bound to 
look after the interests of the other sections of the population 
also. There is no country in the universe where agrarian re- 
forms have been carried out without bloodshed. Ours is the 
only country where by reason and logic we have been able to 
persuade the people to change their minds with regard to the 
agrarian question. Is there a greater honour in a huge land like 
ours than to carry out reforms of far-reaching consequences in 
agriculture? Ours is an agricultural country. We can effect 
reforms without resorting to violence. Is it not a great honour? 
Can we not forget each other for a moment? Can we not ac- 
‘commodate each other by a spirit of sacrifice and by a spirit of 
consideration for other people's difficulties ? That, I think, 
should be our guiding principle. If this House wants to do 
something to the poor, let the terms be moderate. What is the 
use of high idealism if you cannot translate it into practicality ? 
I again appeal to the House to take a moderate course. 
Mr. Thomas may have an easy solution of the whole problem, 
that is, to take away all the lands and distribute itamong the 
poor. I donot subscribe to that view. Nor do I subscribe to the 
view of the landholders that the land belongs to them. and their 
rights are inviolable. That is absurd. Crowns and Coronets are 
in the melting pot, and are you going to uphold the rights on 
landed property ? Nobody shall touch these properties be- 
cause they were handed over to you by their ancestors, do you 
say? Why, these crowns were handed over to them by their 
ancestors centuries ago. Where are those six hundred Crowns 
now ? They have all been wiped out. Such are the revolutions 
taking place in this country. If we use our sense and if we 
direct those forces that are operating, it will lead toa better 
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and happier land. But if we mishandle these forces, it will create 

chaos and confusion. I appreciate the Bill that has been brought 
forward. Usually word conveys ideas and impressions and often 
times the word is abused. When you say ‘jenmi’, immediately an 
impression is produced in the mind ofa wealthy man leading a_ 
prosperous life. I know, gentlemen, of jenmies, who were 

compelled to sell pieces of land to pay tax. Similarly when you 

say ‘tenant’, the impression produced is that he is poor and 

starved. Js thatso? In our parts, there are tenants who are 

gliding in motor-cars and living very prosperously. So, if you 

want to divide the lands and give them tothe poor people, you 

must take the lands of the real landholders and the real jenmies. 

Then only you will get lands sufficient to be distributed among 

the poor classes. You are causing a great danger by your agi- 

tation and by your inordinate talk of grappling the jenmies. 

You have created in the minds of the people of Travancore- 

Cochin that a large portion of lands may be available for distri- 

bution. As I gave the figure, you will get only a little which 

will be sufficient for distribution to say 2,000 or 3,000 people. 


Now, you may ask if that is so, what is the use of this Bill? 
The Bill serves one important purpose a psychological one—that 
the ruling Governmentis anxious, within the limitation pre- ° 
scribed by the natural conditions, to do what ever they can for. 
the amelioration and relief of these miserable, poor, who live, 
as I said, from the cradle to the grave, a life of starvation and 
misery. You findin those men the gloom of anxiety. of what is 
to be tomorrow, the gloom of intellect, and-you see them going 
about like shadows. Such is the economic depression in this 
country. Many big factories are tottering. Cottage industries 
are not thriving. Here there is the land reform question and 
unless you handle it properly, that will be creating trouble and 
difficulty in the country. I am not an expert in land reform, 
and I do not pretend to know much about it. I want you, apart 
from party consideration, to listen to reason, to listen to argu- 
ment, find out the existing circumstances and so regulate your 
conduct in order that by your joint wisdom, you may confer . 
some benefit upon these people. I would appeal to the com- 
mittee, if itis appointed, for God’s sake give some relief to the 
people to whom all of us are agreed that something should be 
done, and if you do that, then you have done something. But it 
is a matter of regretto me that during these last 9 months 
nothing substantial has been done by this House. Iam not 
criticising anyone. ButI feel it. These 9 months we were not 
able to do anything substantial to give relief or relieve the 
distress of these people. Are we going to continue like this? 
A Ministry like this which unfortunately has not got the 
majority depends upon the breeze that blows this side and 
that side and in a land reform question even a majority 
Ministry like Madras took 20 years, but have not done anything 
substantial. 4 or5 successive Congress Governments appoint- 
ed Committees, but all the reports of the Committees have been 
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shelved. So, where there was an absolute majority it was 
found difficult to tackle a question of this kind. Various forces 
enter into this and as you know legislative men depend upon 
votes and all these considerations come into play and people 
find it dificult to form an opinion and carry out that. When 
circumstances are such, here is a Ministry for whom I have the 
greatest sympathy—I don’t mind to be criticised -by anybody— 
and that Ministry had the courage to bring in a piece of Legi- 
slation like this. Why, you may ask. In the whole of India, 

- this agrarian reform movement is assuming a threatening atti- 
tude and it is necessary that this question must be tackled ; and 
it is because of its fear, nota cowardly fear, an anxiety that 
nothing untoward should happen to this State-that the Ministry, 
I believe, has brought this legislationfor your acceptance. I 
would advise the Ministry not to treat itas their own but only 
as a frame work placed before the House so that the united 
wisdom of this House may shape it as theylike. Do not make it 
a party question. Donot depend upon its success or failure. 
I hope that the majority of the House in the light of the remarks 
I have given will certainly be able to form it, reform it, change 
it and the resultant shape and form will be acceptable and 
will assuage the hardships and miseries of the poor people in 
this land. Gentlemen, it isa very .great responsibility on us. 
If we mishandle this question or if this Billisdelayedfor some — 

‘ time, the history of this refotm in the provinces will be re- 
peated. I therefore beseech, however imperfect the Bill may 
‘be, to give achanceto the Billif it is going to improve the lot 
of the very poor people whom you are anxiousto serve. Ido 
not personally take any interest in the landlord or the tenant. 
My anxiety is only about the poor fellow who works in the farm. 
There has been plenty of representations here for the jenmies 
and the tenants. But I think there have been no representations 
for labourers who actually work on ihe fields, living in huts 
and working as slaves. I represent him and I want to see that 
this Council extends its generosity to those poorest of the poor, ° 
and in doing so, this Council will enhance its reputation and 
prestige. Itis with these thoughts that I wanted tosay afew - 
words on this Bill. The Congress will lendtheir support in 
matters of this kind. All the other things are minor things 
which will admit of being resolved and it will be possible for 
you to come to a decision by discussion, provided all of us enter 
with no reservation and with only one thought, the thought of 
helping the poor people who suffer so much in this land.

Ownership of Land Bill. It says:

In order that we may 
have a useful and systematic discussion, I would like to make a 
suggestion to the House. The time available is four hours in all; 
of which nearly an hour will be taken by the mover and secon- 
der of the motion of thanks and for the reply by the Chief 
Minister. Notices of 35 amendments have been received and 
circulated. It may not be possible to move all these amend- 
ments within the time available. It is therefore for considera- 
tion whether three select amendments, Nos. 19, 28 and 14 given 
notice of by Shri Panampilli Govinda Menon, Shri. T. V. Thomas 
and Shri T. K. Divakaran respectively may alone be moved. 
The other members can then take part in the discussion. 
Regarding the allocation of time among the parties, I would 
suggest that the Congress Party may take 1} hours and the 
U. F. L., Tamilnad and R. S. P. may take the remaining time. 
I presume that the House is agreeable to the above suggestions, 


Shri T. S. Ramaswami: What about the independent 
Member, Sir ? : 


Mr. Speaker; I will give you a chance to speak. 
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Shri Idiculla Idiculla: Sir, I move that a motion in the 
following form may be presented to His Highness the Raj- 
pramukh expressing the thanks of the Assembly for the speech 
delivered by him on the 25th January, 1955. 

“May it please Your Highness, 

We, the members of the Legislative Assembly, beg leave 
to thank your Highness for the Address delivered to this 
Assembly.” ; 
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19. At the end of the motion add— 

“But regret to note that the promises held out in Your 
Highness’s speech in March 1954 have not been, to a large extent, 
carried out by Your Highness’s Government; that Your 
Highness’s Government have failed to bestow adequate attention 
‘to development, industrialisation and Five Year Plan works; 
that in the meanwhile they have been inflating non-develop- 
"mental expenditure without due regard to the financial security 
of the State ; that Your Highness’s Government are carrying on 
the administration ina capricious manner ignoring canons of 
good administration ; that the Council of Ministers is using the 
administrative machinery to serve party interests and to secure 
stability for a most unstable ministry; and that above all, the 
Council of. Ministers has regular backing from only a small 
minority of members in the House and that thereby it has 
been and isincapable of giving a good anda strong adminis- 
tration to the country.” 
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Realising that agriculture alone cannot maintain the people 
in view of the heavy density of population in the State (perhaps 
the highest in the world), my Government will devote utmost 
attention to industrial development. 
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‘But regret to note that— 


(i) there is no mention in the speech regarding the 
securing of the legitimate right of the Tamil-speak- 
ing people of the State for a linguistic State and’ 
creating congenial and peaceful atmosphere in South.. 
‘Travancore by releasing the leaders of the Tamil: 
speaking people and withdrawing cases against 
them; 

(ii) there isno mention of any action to protect people. 

against police repression; : 

(iii) there is no mention of any step to prevent the large 

seale eviction going on in the State ; and 

(iv) there is no declaration of. policy to protect the. 

rights and demands of the working class” 2 
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Mr. Speaker: Please conclude. 
Swi T. S. Ramaswami ; Then, I conclude Sir, 
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ShriJ. Alexander Payambithara: Sir, I support the amendment 
moved by Shri Panampilli Govinda Menon. The speech of 
H. H. the Rajpramukh begins with an emphatic declaration that 
the contentment and well-being of the services of the State is 
a matter of great importance and in securing that contentment 
and well-being the Government have hastened the integration of 
the services which had been long pending and that the complaints 
which have been engendered by that integration have been heard 
im appeal and revision and that the whole thing seems to have 
been settled for good. But the fact is that more discontent and 
grief has been occasioned by ‘his integration and all grades of 
officers of the State seem to be seething under very great dis- 
content. Not being satisfied with that, Government have entered 
upon a scheme of revision and fixation of pay. Already orders 
have been issued revising and fixing the salary of non-Gazetted 
Officers on a time-scale and the question of doing the same in 
regard to Gazetted Officers is receiving the serious attention of 
Government. I have no complaint against the salaries of 
officers being raised. But if the intention of Government is to 
secure the contentment and well-being of officers, this revision 
and fixation of salary also have not succeeded to a great extent; 
because though the revision and the raising of pay are found to 
be very good on paper, in the actual implementation of it many 
of these officers for whom salaries have been raised stand to get 
lower grades now. Now, these acts, therefore, of integration 
as well as revision and fixation of pay have not succeeded in 
safeguarding the contentment and well-being among the officers 
of the State. 


Again they have launched upon a scheme involving an 
enormous expenditure onthe State exchequer which I think 
should be very seriously considered ; for we must have an idea 
as to what percentage of our general revenues we shall be able 
to devote for salaries. At least, a maximum must be fixed at 
50 per cent of the State revenues. Now, working out the 
salary scales, I am afraid that when it reaches the limit, more 
than 50 per cent of the general revenues will have to be consum-~- 
edior salary which means that very little will be left to be 
devoted for the development works of the State. If Government 
is so very anxious about securing the contentment and well-being 
of officers, Iam sorry that Government have ‘closed their eyes 
completely or to a very large extent on the officers of the State 
who are engaged in very important services in the State. I 
mean the teachers in general, the private schocl teachers and the 
sirkar schoolteachers who forma very considerable percentage 
of the officers of the State, If they have no place at ailin the 
Government’s policy of revision and fixation of pay witha 
view to bring about contentment and well-being of the officers, 
lam constrained to say that the position is avery tragie one. 
Andthe more tragic is the case when the Chief Minister is 
known to have advised them that if they are not satisfied with 
the salary conditions it is open to them to resign their jobs and 
go away in search of jobs elsewhere. This, Sir, is a very great 
injustice done to the teaching. profession as a whole, A large 
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number of people are engaged in the educational services of the 
State—I mean the private services. These teachers of the 
private services shoulder a greater share of responsibility in the 
imparting of education in the State. But they now seem to be 
groaning under a very heavy burden of discontent, on account 
of improper payment and even the denial of the meagre pay- 
‘ments allowed to them. 


Sir, the question of proper education is one bristling with 
various difficulties not only here but elsewhere also. Buta 
very satisfactory solution of these difficulties had been cont- 
emplated by the P.S.S. Scheme for which Shri Panampilli 
Govinda Menon can claim legitimate pride for being its founder. 
That Scheme with several modifications came to be adopted in 
the State, but in the real implementation of that seheme we find 
very many undesirable ways. Nowhere in the world has a state 
of affairs whereby a revision of salary will result in an officer 
drawing a lesser salary than he was drawing at the time the 
revision was made. But now according to the implementation 
of the P. S. 8. Scheme of the present Government, it so happens 
that persons who were in the grade of Rs. 80-125 and drawing a 
few increments in that grade are now turned down to the mini- 
mum of the grade, viz. Rs. 45 and they are asked to refund 
the salaries which have been paid to them previously. 


Shri A. Thanu Pillai: Does the Member mean to say that the 
revision of salaries scheme affects the Private Secondary School 
Scheme? ‘ 


Shri J. Alexander Parambithara: I am dealing with the 
P.S. 5. Scheme separately. In effect, the working of the P.S.S. 
Scheme which was meant to improve the condition of the private - 
teachers, has not actually done so. But in the unimaginative 
working of that scheme, what happens is that teachers who are 
drawing salaries higher than the minimum in the grade of 
Rs. 80-125 are now reduced to the lower grades, and the tragedy 
of it is that they are asked to refund from their lower salary part 
of the salaries Which they have already drawn. .This is a very 
pitiable violation of the fundamentals of the service rules. The.. 
matter has been taken to the High Court and the High Court : 
has ordered that this sort of refund business has to be stopved . 
and that salary in the proper scale has to be paid. 


Another thing: the P.S.5S. Scheme which was meant to 
ameliorate the condition of the teachers is so worked by 
means of complicated rules and regulations that the purpose of 
the scheme is defeated and the teachers are put to innumerable 
difficuliies~irregular and delayed payment of bills, and there is 
a very big question of a kind of preaudit which is there for the 
last one or two years and nothing is heard about the thousands 
and thousands of rupees due to teachers under preaudit. It is - 
even feared that the amounts may go time-barred. All these 
complications are brought about by the unimaginative working 
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of the P. S. S. Scheme which, if properly worked out would have 
succeeded in ameliorating the condition of teachers of private 
schools to a large extent. The excellence of that scheme, if it 
isnot appreciated here, has been very duly recognised else- 
where, e. g., the Government of Bombay adopted that scheme 
and the Government of Madras are also very seriously contem- 
plating it. Therefore, my submission is that the P. S. S. Scheme 
must be worked, casting off the present unnecessary rules and 
regulations brought about by the department without having 
an imagination of the goodness of the scheme, that the teachers 
get the benefit under this scheme as early as possible. 


Now, the Government’s policy of giving free education in 
the middle schpol is a very good thing. The thing is that while 
Government has the satisfaction of having granted free educa- 
tion in the middle schools of the State, the burden of it is to be 
borne by somebody else than the Government. More students 
are being educated in private schools than in Sirkar schools. It 
is, therefore, the duty of the Government to grant them ade- 
quate funds for undertaking the responsibility. He who calls 
in the piper must pay for it. Now, the managements are given 
only a nominal sum of Rs. 1-14-0 per pupil. It is insufficient. 


Of the two other things which I have made mention of in 
my motion one is about the sales-tax on coir. It is now imposed 
with retrospective effect with the result that the common run of 
coir producers might be forced to close their business and go 
out. The other thing about which I have to draw the attention of 
the House is in regard to medical aid. Government spends a 
good amount on Allopathy and Ayurveda. It is all good. But 
it is a fact that medicine and other appliances are not to be had 
in our hospitals.- Now, Government has taken cognisance of 
several systems of medicine that are in vogue in our State, for 
example, the Homceopathy and the Unani. The Medical Practi- 
tioners’ Act has been passed recognising these systems. Why not’ 
some relief be given to the poor suffering people by encouraging 
Homeopathic system of medicine by allotting a sum for it ? Why 
not recognise some of these institutions where Homceopathic 
instruction is given and see that the poor man is enabled to get 
medical aid free or rather at cheap rates. In this connection I 
have to make a suggestion I can speak particularly from 
direct information received from a rural hospital in 
Kumb‘alanghi where the provision made is for 
200 out-patients whereas the average attendance of out- 
patients there is 500 or more per day. And there are 8 beds 
there for inpatients while there are more than 13 inpatients in 
regular attendance. Thus you are forced to divide what is pro- 

vided for’ these 200 out-patients and 8 inpatients towards 
medicine allowance among the 500 or more who are attending 
that hospital for treatment. ‘This is a matter for Government to 
consider. "Now in places like this if homceopathic system is given 
due recognition by the Government—certainly it is as useful a , 
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medical system as the Allopathic and the Ayurvedic—it will 
benefit the people at large. This is a matter on which the Gov- 
ernment should bestow their attention. 


Then, there is a very vexed problem facing the Government, 
viz., the trenching ground at Kaloor. That is a matter which 
has been brought to the attention of Government again and 
again for the past several decades. Now this question is one to 
be solved early. How? Itis not to besolved by transferring 
the trenching ground from one place to another. 
Government will have to spend a few lakhs of rupees for the 
purpose, but the question of transferring it from one place to 
another is absolutely to be ruled out. The Chief Minister him- 
self knows the difficulty in the matter. I am not finding’ fault 
with him at all. Iam only suggesting that some method should 
be found out to dispose of this thing other than by transferring 
it from one place to another. I am only giving a suggestion. 
At Golden Rock, Trichinopoly, there is a method of deodorising 
the substance and converting it into a sort of manure at no great 
expenditure. Government may depute somebody to study that 
method and see that the longstanding complaint of the people at 
Kaloor as well as in the various other Municipalities in the State 
is remedied. Everywhere this is becoming a serious problem. 
Without inconvenience Iam sure a method can be found out 
whereby this State wide problem can be solved. With these few 
words, I support the amendment moved by our Leader. 
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Shri A. Thanu Pillai: Sir, from the debate that has already 
taken place I believe I would be right in taking it that except 
in the matter of a few subjects like eviction, police interference, 
labour problems and the like, this House has not got anything 
tosay against the administration. The Leader of Opposition 
gave notice of a motion in which he stated that this Govern- 
ment has not carried out most of the things that have been 
promised in the Rajpramukh’s speech. Sir, I was wondering 
what he was going to say. But he has not been able to refer 
to any matter of a substantial nature. In that speech many 
things were referred to such as public service, land policy, 
panchayats, industries, housing, food, education, water supply, 
colonisation and so on. What we promised at the beginning of 
the year have been, almost to the letter, carried out. All that 
Mr. Panampilli Govinda Menon had to refer to was that we 
have not brought into existence the Anti-corruption tribunal. 
We had not sufficient time. to introduce that legislation 
during the last year. Now it is before this House and there is 
no difficulty in implementing it. Then he referred to a land 
commission that we had promised. Steps have already been 
taken in regard to that. Lands allotted under the Grow More 
Food Campaign are being surveyed. It is only after surveying 
that we can take further steps. I assure this House that what 
we announced will certainly be carried out. Then he had one 
other thing namely, Chalakudy Water Works, and Aluminium 
and Allied Industries. I agree and it may be stated that the 
manufactory will soon be re-opened and work started. Itisa 
joint stock concern and we have to get the necessary agreement: 
executed between the Government and that concern. The Com- 
pany has been asked to pass the necessary resolution. I think 
the factory will be started soon. In regard to the other matter. 
it is receiving the consideration of Government. Without cer- ‘ 
tain legal steps we cannot take over the factory. Steps have 
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already been started. Beyond these things the Leader of Oppo" 
sition had nothing to say about the implementation of the 
policy. 


Observation was made that.the Rajpramukh’s speech con- 
tains a mere resume of what had been done this year rather 
than a statement of policy for the future. Hon. Members may 
know that we are at the end of tne financial year and the next 
financial year will begin soon and we will be meeting to discuss 
the budget. That will be the occasion for the Government to 
place before the hon. Members of this House the policies for 
the next year. ‘ Sir, therefore, there is nothing strange in the 
way in which the address was framed. The Constitution pro- 
vides that at the first meeting in a year the Rajpramukh should 
address the Assembly. This happens to be the first meeting of 
this year. Therefore this address becaine necessary. 


Mr. Panampilli Govinda Menon made certain observations 
regarding governmental policy and the relations of his party 
with Government. In regard to that, Sir, since the matter was 
raised by him I may alsomake a few observations. His main 
contention seems to be that since this Government. was formed 
on the basis of an offer by the Congress Party to support the 
Government if it was formed, the Government ought to have 
gone out of power on account of the reason that the Congress 
Party withdrew its support. I have always taken a different 
view of the situation. Sir, when I say all this all the Members 
may rest quite assured that this party isnot anxi>us to remain 
in power, for the sake of power. Let it be clearly understood, 
let there be no misunderstanding on that score either by the 
Congress Party or by the other parties. I will explain the posi- 
tion of the governmental policy. As regards the Congress 
support, the House very well knows that it was an offer made 
by the Congress of their own accord. It was not sought by me 
or by the P. S. P. There was a situation in which the Congress 
felt that the only Government that could be formed or established, 
or acceptable was a Government formed and run by the P. §, P. 
Therefore they offered their support: Considering the best 
interests of the State the P.S. P. thought it proper to assume 
power to form the Government, no doubt, with the support 
offered by the Congress, and we have formed the Government. 
We have been going on thus for the last ten months, I believe 
whatever may be the objections on certain issues from certain 
sections of this House the people of Travancore-Cochin 
today have certainly a good opinion of the Government that 
has been functioning. There may .be differences of opinion 
en particular issues, but considering the way in which 
the people’s interests have been taken care of by the Govern- 
ment in the various fields, Ithink the people are satisfied. I 
do not know how long the other sections of the House will 
support us. What might happen in future, I do not predict. 
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But of one thing Iam certain. If there has been their support 
to this Government during these few daysI base it on this 
fact that they feel that the continuance of this Government 
under existing circumstances will be good for the State. 
They are not so foolish as to support a Government if 
they had not that basic feeling. Of course we heard from 
many Members among them that their support is not un- 
conditional, that it will depend upon the way in which the 
Government tackles issues as they arise. That was more 
or less the same position when the Congress at the beginning of 
this financial year offered their support to the Ministry. It was 
a general support that they offered. Now in regard to the 
Congress support there is one feature which I cannot omit to 
mention, When they offered general support they had no right 
to withdraw that support unless they were able to point out 
something substantial against the way in which the Govern- 
ment was carrying on. All that they could raise against the 
Government was that they were not consulted. Is it a ground? 
Ican understand their throwing out my demand relating to an 
important matter, their voting against me regarding an import- 
ant measure of policy or administration. But without assign- 
ing any reason, one morning they said ‘We withdraw our 
support”. I hope that this House will excuse me if I put it to 
“their love of power and nothing else. They have done me and 
the Government and the country wrong. I declare it openly 
, and we formed the Government on the basis of their support. 
They have no right to withdraw that support when they had not 
to allege anything serious against the administration. That isa ~ 
point which I have to maintain here. And Mr. Panampilli says 
“Since the Ministry was formed on the basis of our support now 
that we withdraw that support the Ministry ought to go out”. 
That is a wrong view of the constitutional procedure. It is only 
for this Legislature to say whether the Ministry should go out 
of office or not. Whatever may be the future, till this moment 
we have been getting a majority support in the House. I am 
not forecasting. What will happen in future I cannot say, what 
will happen during this Session itself may be against the conti- 
nuance of the Ministry. Anyway when the No-confidence 
motion was brought forward it was only the Congress Party, 
. which wanted to seize power by any means, that was prepared 
to stand up and support the motion of the Tamilnad Congress 
Member. That vindicates my position. I should resign only if 
this House asks me to resign. I hope that procedure will be 
clearly followed in times to come also. 

Certain references were made about the release of prison- 
ers. One Member belonging to the U. F. L. went to the extent 
of saying that the Governmental Party has disgraced itself, 
because the prisoners were not released earlier but on the eve 
of the meeting of this legislature. Sir, Itellhim definitely that 
nothing turns on that. He is today, at this moment free to pull 
down my Government. But I do not know if it will be a. 
charge. I have lived a public life for several years and I am 
strong enough to maintain my position against anybody in this 
House, against anybody in this world. Those prisoners were 
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released, no doubt on the eve of the meeting of this House, 
But the question was before the Government for some time, 
Why, Mr. Govinda Menon himself stated that leading Congress 
men like Shri T. M. Varghese and Shri C. Kesavan were asking 
for their release. 


There are situations, Sir, in which in public life you may 
be called upon or you might think it proper to take a step, 
which you might have resisted till then. The fact was that 
these persons were in custody or in Jail for over 10 years and 
their cases were decided six or seven years ago. They have 
been long in Jail and there is a political aspect attached to the 
matter. In consideration of all that we thought it proper to 
release them on the Republic Day. 


Shri Panampilli Govinda Menon: Not on the Republic Day 
but on the 27th, 


Shri A. Thanu Pillai: I passed orders on the “Republic Day 
and they were released immediately. 


Shri Panampilli Govinda Menon: They were released only 
on the 27th morning. 


Shyi A. Thanu Pillai: No, they were released the previous 
night. Whatever that be, that makes very little difference. 


Shri Panampilli Govinda Menon: It does. Even if orders 
were passed on the Republic Day, they were released only on 
the subsequent day. : 


Shri A. Thanu Pillai: According to me even if itis so, it 
makes no difference. 


Shri Panampilli Govinda Menon: May I know exactly when 
the order was passed? . 


Shri A. Thanu Pillai: On the night of the 26th i. e. on the 
Republic Day Imay assure Mr. Govinda Menon that it was 
before midnight, and strictly arid legally on the Republic Day.- 
The Party decided upon it earlier inthe course of the day and 
we passed orders after we returned from the Palace Party. 
We all came straight tomy residence and there we passed this 
order in strict legal and constitutional form. 


Any way that has taken place and I do not think that any 
shame attaches to that. That is why I say, I don’t think that 
any member is bound by that act to vote for or against me. 
I am not putting this forwardin order toask them to vote in 
my favour. Let them vote against me and let the House be 
dissolved, because as I have already announced the result 
of this Ministry going out will be the dissolution of the House 
and the ordering of fresh election. I, for-one, and my party 
would welcome that. Let us see how the people’s minds are 
and what the people want, Now, Sir, so much about the ground 
of capriciousness, 
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In regard to remarks on the conduct of the Police, 
‘everyone in charge of administration knows how such things 
ave dealt with. When there is a case of extreme nature, which 
calls for enquiry Government orders an enquiry. I have been 
thinking and I want to be frank to the House in this matter, 
how such an enquiry should be conducted, what category of 
officers should be entrusted with the enquiry, whether it is 
proper that such enquiries are conducted by Police Officers or 
by Magistrates or whether the services of Judicial 
Officers should be requisitioned for the purpose. Any way 
I ean assure the House that Iam most interested in the purity 
of the Police Force. Imeanby purity their actions being un- 
objectionable from every point of view. When you talk of the 
Police, please don’t think they are my Police or this P. S. P. 
Government’s Police, they are the Police of our State and 
it should be our common endeavour to improve our Police Force. 
I fully concede they have defects and in this task I request the 
co-operation of every Member of the House. 


In regard to labour troubles and situations referred to by 
Mr. George, I would appeal to every section of the House— 
I hope you will not misunderstand me—that we should conduct 
ourselves so as to avoid creating situations disturbing. Sir, the 
worker in this State has been so much linked with polities that 
ljabour suffers, peace suffers, security suffers and everything that 
is good suffers. I would appeal to the werkers to see to the 
best interests of labour and not mix themselves in politics. 
Yi a few thousand workers are working ina factory or planta- 
tion, why should a political party go there and somehow 
canvass 20 or 30 workers and form a separate union and try to 
get their rights accepted and create difficulties? I hope the right 
attitude will be kept up by every worker and we must ail 
work united on this matter. 


About the conduct of the Police I have stated definitely 
what the stand of the Ministry is. I do not expect them to 
misbehave but I may frankly admit there that I have not suc- 
ceeded in improving our Police to any great extent. I do not feel 
any shame in admitting that. If I continue in office one of my 
foremost endeavours would be to see that the Police Force impro- 
ves not by punishments or threats but by advice and association. 
Tbelieve in that method. If I am allowed to continue my attempt 
will be. to see that by associating more fully with the Pelice 
Force to improve its nature. I believe in the Policeman as much 
as in the Police Officer. More association and more direct 
contact with the Policeman will produce better results than 
contacts through the Officer. That is all I have to say. 


As regards eviction and allied matters, Government desire 
to see that land is enjoyed by the tiller. Of course the Bills will 
receive further consideration, but I must declare it definitely 
here that it is the aim of this Government to do all that is possi- 
ble of course consistent with our existing conditions, to help 
the tiller. It is my dream and if I have an opportunity I will 
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live to realise it, namely that there will be no person in 
Travancore-Cochin without a home. Let it be owned by him or 
let it be owned by Government. Nobody should go about without 
a home; that is not a very difficult thing in our State. We have 
enough land for that, enough resources for that and enough 
intelligence on the part of the people and enough good sense on 
the part of those who own land today. Wherever you find, that 
good sense is wanting, certainly the arm of the Government 
will be extended to help the tiller, and to find for him a home. 
I can give a definite assurance about the policy of Government 
on that matter. Itold youin answertoa question yesterday 
that the laws are there. You say that the implementation of the 
laws has not been satisfactory. I can understand that and accept 
that. That is why I say that in regard to the registration of the 
Kudikidappukars we have given them time from now onwards, 
ample time to get them registered. Then again you will see that 
there isa land colonisation scheme. We will give homes to 
the landless. The landless all over the State can get a home if he 
goes to Deviculam. Only after exhausting that category of 
persons can we help other persons. Unfortunately we feel that 
there is not enough land for all that. I may tell you that the- 
moment we work in this way in every village we wil] be reach- 
ing asolution. I have not been able to achieve all that within 
these ten months, but please remember we have not been wasting 
our time. Whatever was possible we have been doing. Weintend 
to do more. 


Shri. K. M. George: Will the Government take concrete 
steps during this Session to prevent evictions ? 


Shri A. Thanu Pillai: Ido not know whether it is possible 
during the Session. Let me see whether something is possible 
because there is widespread desire from all sections of the 
House, including, the P. S. P., Congress and Communists, I will . 
examine the question and I may assure you that if possible, this 
will receive the earnest attention of Government. All possible . 
steps will be taken, to protect the homeless. That is the assur- 
ance I give the House, notto get the vote of the House but 
expressing my best intention in that matter. 

Then, Sir, about the incidents in South Travancore, all of 
you know what took place. It is easy to close one’s eyes and 
blame Government. We have to face facts. The State Reorgani- 
sation Commission is functioning. We are working under a 
Constitution. We are having a common Covernment at the 
Centre. Integrations of States are made by that Government. 
We, the Travancore-Cochin Government cannot add on one 
portion of your territory to Madras and take away a portion of 
Madras territory. Not only myself but the Central Government 
and the Prime Minister have advised the T. T. N. C. that there 
jsabsolutely no meaning in carrying on the agitation. They 
persisted in their campaign and you know what took place. 
The matter is now before the Court, there is no use blaming 
me or my Government. Imay tell you that nobody can be more 
conscientious in the way in which the situation was tackied, than . 
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this Government, What did we do? We did nothing against 
them, we simply arrested them. The sittiation developed to such 
an extent that-we had to take severe action. Of course the inci- 
dents took place. Now, the cases are there: But I for one 
would assure this House that Ihave always been for peace and 
amity. I do not want to see a part of this State, the bulk of the 
people, a minority, a section of the people, ina part of the 
State, to be against this Government or against other sections 
of the people. I want perfect amity and concord. I do want, 
as far as possible, to keep all sections of the people in friendship 
‘and amity and whatever is possible isto be considered by the 
Government. Beyond that Iam not in aposition to urge. The 
cases are before the Court. Ido not want to say anything more 
and I do not think you would expect me to say anything. 
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Shri A. Thanu Pillai: I cannot give an answer off hand. 
There are various considerations relating to that matter and we 
have to take every factor relating to it into consideration. Be 
that asit may,Ican tell you thatI want peace. Weare not 
vindictive, either myself or this Government. We want a peace- 
fulatmosphere. Wecan think about this matter. More than 
that it would be unwise for me to say anything now it would be 
proper for Mr. Karunakaran to expect me to say anything. 


Mr. Speaker: The time is up. 


Shri A. Thanu Pillai: Yes, time is up. Sir, and if I have not 
dealt with other matters it is because there was no time. I hope 
that al] these amendments will be withdrawn. I request my 
friends who have moved these amendments to withdraw them. 
Let us work together; this is not an issue on which Government 
should be defeated either. Letus wait for specific things to 
crop up. I hope Shri T. V. Thomas, Shri T. K. Divakaran and 
Shri Panampilli Govinda Menon, will see their way to withdraw 
their amendments. . 

Mr. Speaker: I shall now put the amendments one by one 
to vote. Mr. Panampilli Govinda Menon, do you press your 
amendment? : 

Shri Panampilli Govinda Menon: I press my amendment. 

The amendment was put and lost. 

The amendment moved by Shri T. V. Thomas, was, by 

leave, of the House, withdrawn. 

The amendment moved by Shri T. K. Divakaran was, by 
leave of the House, withdrawn.

(i) The entire period of service of the employees in the 
State Transport Department, except that in the contingency 
establishment will be reckoned for purposes of pension instead 
of. service from 1-1-1118 (1943) as originally ordered in the G. P. 
read above. 

(ii) 50 per cent of the period during » which employees 
were in the Reserve list will be counted as service qualifying 
for pension. . 

(iii) No -portion of the amounts contributed by the 
employees towards Provident Fund will be adjusted against the 
bonus amounts drawn by them. 

(iv) The following changes ‘will be effected ‘in the pay, 
allowances and batta, whether the employees are pensionable 
or non-pensionable :— 


(a) Daily batta for Drivers and Conductors will be raised 
from 12 annas to Re. 1 with proportionate increase for extra 
duty. -The rate for Inspectors will be Rs. 1-4-0 and for 
Attenders As. 12. 

(b) An allowance of 8 annas will be paid for night stay 
out of Head quarters. 


(c) Overtime allowance will be calculated at twice Basic, 


pay and Dearness allowance 
2{500/V 
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The above concession will be given to the Ferry staff also 

wherever applicable. 

(v) The pay of the following staff will be revised as 
follows :— 

(a) The scale of pay of Drivers now on Rs. 30-3-45-5-75 
to be Rs. 40-5-75. 

(b) The pay of temporary Drivers on a fixed pay of 
Rs. 30 to be Rs. 40 per mensem. ; 

(c) The special allowance of Rs. 5 to Drivers will 
continue. 

(d) The scale of pay of Mechanics and Fitters now on 
Rs. 30-45 to be Rs. 35-3-50. Assistant Mechanics and Assistant 
Fitters on Rs. 25-30 wili be given the maximum in that scale 
viz, Rs. 30. 

(e) The scales of pay of Boat Drivers and Syrangs now on 
Rs. 30-75 to be Rs, 35-3-50-5-75. ;

The categories of employees that were pensionable before 
the issue of the G. P. dated 16-5-1953 will continue to be 


pensionable. 


Regarding the categories of employ ees covered by the G. P. 
dated 16-5-1953, Government sanction their being given the 
option either to be in the pensionable service without Trade 
Union rights and without Bonus or in the non-pensionable service 
with a contributory Provident Fund and Bonus as also Trade 
Union rights. Non-Pensionable employees will have the benefits 
of leave, Provident Fund and Bonus as are obtaining now, but 
not the ex-gratia payment contemplated in the G. P. read above. 
Bonus willbe calculated on the same basis as in the past viz., 
7% per cent of the net profits of the Department: provided the 
profit exceeds 7$ per cent of the Capital, and the individyal 
share will be in the proportion which their annual emoluments 
bear to the total annual emoluments of all the employees (both 
pensionable and non-pensionable) falling under the categories 
covered by the G. P. dated 16-5-1953. 


The employees of the Department are requested to intimate 
tothe Director of Transport within a period of 10 days from 
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this day their option whether to be in the pensionable service 
or in the non-pensionable service. The Director of Transport 
will take immediate steps in this behalf. If within the time 
specified any employee has not recorded his option, it will be 
taken that he wishes to be in the pensionable service.

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Shri A. A.D. Luiz: Sir, I wish to make afew remarks with 
regard to the Bill before the House. Every one realises the fact 
that land and connected problems are very significant to a coun- 
try not merely for economic and political reasons. They are 
vitally important in terms of the character of individuals which 
it develops and which in turn reflects on the nature of political 
institutions. At the same time it is not too much to say 
that a Billof this nature has to “be enacted with utmost caution. 
Land and connected problems are important to all countries and 

‘should not be limited to economic and political terms because 
we are not analysing statistical units of mass phenomenae but 
we are dealing with human beings and their pressing problems. 
That is why the United Nations passed a resolution early in 1949 
directing the nations to review and revise land policies. India 
is a country where land is very limited in comparison with 
the enormity and rapid growth of population. It is that 
background which has to be kept in sight with while legislating 
land policies directly affecting human beings at large. 


At the very commencement of deliberations some hon. 
Members including Mr. Chazhikadan pointed out that it isa 
very difficult matter to fix the quantum of fair rent. I would like 
to bring to the attention of the House that even in places where 
human beings have to exist under difficult conditions-places like 

. Greenland and Iceland fair rents are in force. In almost all 
parts of the world there is whatis called fixation of fair rent as 
far as immovable property is concerned. I fail to understand 
why in this State there should be difficulties to fix fair rent. 
However there arises the necessity 10 consider all aspects before 
fixing fair rent. : 


Shri Joseph Chazhikattu I question that, 


Shri A, A.D. Luiz: In my opinion the fixation of fair ren. 
should not be a difficult matter. However, you should always 
take into account the yielding capacity of the land. If that 
aspect is ignored, it will result in chaos. When we legislate we 
should make it clear that the tenant, whether he be a tenant 
at will or tenant jenmi,the provisions of the Act should be effec. 
tively applied. I know a particular instance where a person iz 
according to records of the Revenue department, a jenm 
of over thousand acres of Jand. But you will be surprisea 
when I tell you that he has not got even a square inch of 
land to call his own nor has he been able to realise the rent 
for lands which he had distributed so generously to many. 
Here isa case of a jenmi on paper, a pathetic case of a jenmi 
just by name, who is nota jenmi in practical effect. This 
Bill, I hope, will give relief and happiness to such kinds of 
jenmies who bear the fair name of jenmies but who are not in 
possession of an inch of land. Poverty, misery and suffering 
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should be attacked wherever they are discovered. Untiring 
efforts must be made to extend personal opportunities and secu. 
rity and the entire matter should be visualised in terms of human 
value. Divergent opinions, threats and views have been expr- 
essed inthe House. Fortunately we have, within our own Govern 
mental structure, the positive means for a solution through our 
own established process.All that is required is work and imagin- 
ation. I, for one, will be one of the very few among the memb- 
ers of this House who will be affected by a Bill of this nature, 
But when I think in terms of the happiness of the thousands of 
people in this State [feel that a legislation of this sort should 
receive support from every direction possible. In this House and 
the numerous parties of which it is composed, we have an adequ- 
ate representation of both the jenmies and the tenants and as 
such this is the most competent House to deal with this Bill. I 
think this legislature is the most competent authority to handlea 
Bill of this nature, There may be ‘harrassment, threats and an 
attempt to bring about disorder and confusion in the entire State 
by afew; but we should all join together to arrest all such 
attempts. The unrest may be similar to the one made at the 
time of the introduction of prohibition. There was such a lot 
of clamour and confusion at that time. Well all that should be 
stopped. We should see that national happiness is created, 


[Deputy’Spéaker in the Chair] 


Just now the hon. Member, our Professor friend 


mentioned that eviction should be completely shut out. Ido not - 
completely agree with him. The possibility of eviction should 
be reduced to the utmost possible minimum but when it is seen 
that a jenmi or tenant does not use the land in his possession or 
misuses it tothe detriment of his neighbours or the citizens of 
the country he should be relieved of his possession of land, 
There should be definite provision in the Bill to this effect. The 
erroneous conception that land reforms primarily involve the 
redistribution of land -breaking up of large land into smaller 
parcels must go. This may be a part of aland reform programme 
but certainly only one part and strange enough not the most im- 
portant one. Once again I wish to make it clear that I am in favour 
of this legislation. I will be one of the very few that will have to 
hand overlandsto the commission proposed to be appointed. 
But I feel happy when I thinkin terms of happiness to the 


suffering masses. Ihope every member of the House will give 
this Bill his best attention. . 
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[Mr. Speaker in the Chair] 


Shri O. R. Chummar: I support the motion to refer the Bill 
to aSelect Committee. At the very out-set I wish to point out 
that itis rather unhappy that the Government have brought 
forward seven separate Bills to effect land reforms. All these 

Bills have a close bearing on each other and it is necessary that 
’ they must be co-ordinated very carefully. I would, therefore, 
suggest that the Select Committee must be required to consider 
at these Bills together and to consolidate them into one single’ 
il. : 

Coming to the provisions of the Bill, several Members have 
pointed out several defects. ButI think the most fundamental 
defect, that is in this and all the other Bills, is that they are all 
drafted without a clear idea of theultimate objective to be 
achieved by these reforms. If the ultimate objective was 
clearly borne in mind, many of the provisions that are now in 
the Bills woquld'have been very much different and probably 
other provisions would have also been inserted. The objective 
of the tenancy reforms, so far as the Congress party

is concerned, is very clear and definite. The Congress has 
always stood for the abolition of all kinds of landlordism. 
The Congress Governments in all the other States have 
taken or are taking steps to liquidate them. Here also the Con. 
gress Party stands for that andI believe that the abolition 
of landlordism .and the creation of peasant proprietorship, 
broadly speaking and subject tc differences in detail, will 
be accepted by all the parties in this House. I would, therefore, 
suggest that the Select Committee must be directed to scrutinise 
‘and modify all the provisions in all these Bills in the light of 
this definite objective. Anything that goes against it must be 
deleted and what is necessary must be incorporated, 

’ Shri A, Thanu. Pillai: May I know from the hon. Member 
whether he is suggesting that all the lands in the State should 
be taken over and distributed to the people without any compen- 
sation, the distribution being made to the actual cultiva- 
tors? What does he mean by saying that the drafters had no 
clear idea of the ultimate objective to be achieved? What is the 
basis for that observation? 


Shri O, R, Chummar: There are provisions in the Bill which 
go against this objective and there are provisions which should 
have been incorporated for the’ achievement of this ubjective. 
For instance, in Cochin, the landlords have at present no right 
to resume lands for self-cultivation. This Bill gives that right to 
them. Again, under the Cochin Tenancy Act, tenants who are 
evicted are entitled to get compensation calculated at 3/4 of 
the capitalised value of the improvements, and the Compen- 
sation for Tenants’ Improvements Bill now introduced by the 
Government is seeking to reduce that compensation. Thus, the 
londlords are given a new right and they are given special facili- 
ties to enjoy that right. So, we are going backward from our 
objective. We are not moving forward that is one thing. 
Again a provision should have been made in the Bill to confer 
on the tenants, who are given fixity of tenure, the right to buy 
up the rights of the landlord. There is a provision in the Verum- 
pattomdars Bill that the tenant in possession may buy up the 
rights of the intermediate landlords standing between the jenmi 
and the cultivator. I submit this is amockery of reform. 

What the reformers want is not the abolition of these petty 
proprietors who may have, by force of circumsiances, leased out 
a little bit of land. The landlords who are to be liquidated are 
the big landlords who have the ownership of thousands and thou- 
sands of acres of lands and who are getting thousands and 
thousands of rupees a year, There is absolutely no provision in 
any of these bills to liquidate them. There is indeed a provision 
that their rights may be purchased by pre-emption, but we all 
know that these jenmies never sell their lands, so that this right 
of pre-emption has no meaning. Thatis why I say that these 
Bills are to be re-drafted with a clear purpose in view. 


Now, there is the Restriction on Possession and Ownership 
of Lands Bill. That also will, to a large extent make it necessary 
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to confer on the tenants the right to buy up the rights of the 
landlord. The Restriction on Possession and Ownership of 
Lands Bill has provided that tenants in possession of lands in 
excess over the ceiling must surrender all the excess lands in 
their possession. But the landlords who own thousands acres 
and earn thousands of rupees can enjoy the fruits of all the 
lands they have got at present. Thus in effect, parasites are 
propped up and the producers are levelled down. In order to 
avoid such an iniquity the elementary thing that should have 
been done was to confer on these tenants the right to buy up the 
rights of the landlord, so that if they are deprived of a part of 
their possessions they may atleast enjoy all the fruits of the 
remaining lands. As it is they have to give up a part of their 
holdings and share the fruits of the remaining lands with para- 
sites; that is a monstrous thing. Sir, it is absolutely necessary 
that this state of affairs is done away with. If the Government 
can find finances to buy up the rights of all these landlords, that 
should be done. In that case the proprietorship can be confer- 
red on the tenants and the price can be recovered from them in 
instalment payments. But Iam afraid the Government may not 
be able to find sufficient finances for that purpose. But I cannot 
see any objection, whatsoever, to giving the tenant the right to 
buy up the rights of the landlord, so that he may, if he has suffi- 
cient means buy up such rights. Possibly the Government can 
also set up credit banks in order to help the tenants to buy up 
these rights. I, therefore, suggest that there should be a defi- 
nite provision in the Tenancy Bills—~in the Verumpattomdars 
Bill and inthe Kanam Tenancy Bill—to enable the tenant in 
actual possession of the land to buy up the rights of the land- 
lords—not merely the rights of the landlords standing between 
the Jenmi and the tenant, but the rights of all the landlords 
standing between the State and the tenant in possession, 
including the jenmies. With these remarks, Sir, I support the 
motion to refer the Bill tothe Select Committee. 

Minister for Finance. (Shri P. S. ataraja Pillai) : 

Sir, I am grateful to the Hon. Members of this House for 
having subjected the bill to asearching examination and for 
having given constructive suggestions on almost all the points in 
the Bill. Though technically itis only the Verumpattomdars 
Bill that is under discussion, we have had in fact, practically a 
discussion on all the Land Bills that have been introduced 
in this House. 

Sir, I agree that land legislation is not one which 
should be tackled with levity or with fixed ideaz3, Ifor one 
fully realise the tremendous difficulties facing this question. I 
may confess here that the Ministry does realise full well the 
complexities of the problem and they do not claim that the 
bills as drafted now cannot be improved. It was stated, Sir, 
that we must have clear objectives and ideals before us and’ 
cur steps should be directed to those ideals. Iagree with that. 
Whether the ideals can be achieved atone step or only by 
slow stages isa matter for consideration after a proper appreci- 
ation of the realities that face us today. 
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Sir, in Travancore-Cochin, integration has further compli- 
cated problems which are inherently complex. Even “after five 
or six years’ integrated existence we have not yet codified or 
integrated the land laws in the State. We have left them as 
such. The taxation laws have not become uniform. In the 
Travancore area we have enacted a Holdings (Stay of Execution 
Proceedings) Act to give protection to the Verumpattom tenant, 
We have been extending this law from time to time realising 
at the same time that by legislation we are denying the patta 
holders their rights earned by way of decrees obtained from 
courts of justice.. In that anomalous situation we have to clear 
the ground and to take steps to devise a better social order in 
which the problem of land would be more reasonably and finally 
settled. As a preliminary step these bills were conceived and 
drafted. Sir, at no stage of human evolution can there bea fina- 
lity on any matter. No decision or law can stand for all time 
to come. It willhave to suit the circumstances in which the soci- 
ety is placed. Taking the particular conditions that exist in . 
our country today it is a matter for consideration as to what ex- 
tent we can go, and in the realisation or appreciation of that 
matter there may arise differences of opinion. Here it ig only 
the question of approach that has to be taken into consideration, 
My humble plea to the House'is this. We have bestowed our 
earnest attention on the matter. There is no want of willing- 
ness. There is no want of perseverance to do the task that was 
assignedto us. Within the resources available, within the limit- 
ed time at our disposal, compelled by the course of events in the 
country we thought that it is time for this country to take a 
step towards the goal which we all wishto attain. Further- 
more, personally I take this view, Sir. This House being a cross- 
section of the population of this country as it is based upon 
adult franchise and representing every organised section of 
public opinion in the country, will be able to appreciate and 
give éffect to the wishes of the public in this knotty question 
by finalising the draft bill before it. In enacting a measure of 
this kind it is to be considered how far this country is ripe for 
radical changes and how far stepscan be'taken to do social 
justice by removing inequalities in the economic sphere. I 
thought this House will. be better fitted to do that task, With 
that impression these bills have been drafted. Government's 
objective is to create peasant proprietorship, j.e., elimination 
of all types of intermediaries standing between ‘the State and the 
tiller of the soil, Even then I do not think that Government 
have any right on the land excepting the right to receive a token 
seigniorage tax from the actual cultivator of the land. All 
other rights have to be given up. That is the objective or the 
ideal which the Government wants to achieve, ; 


While aiming at that ideal, when there are conflicting and 
different kinds of rights enjoyed by various sections of the 
people, the first step ought to be, as the Government has now 
conceived, to reduce all these toa common denomination. In 
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that attempt this is one of the steps taken. By the Verum- 
pattomdars Bill now under discussion it is one kind of right that 
is being enjoyed by a section of the people that is sought to be 
levelled up. As it is, the actual tiller of the soil, the actual 
cultivator or the tenant is not enjoying fixity of tenure 
the right to hold the iand on his own right I appreciate 
the comments made by the Leader, of the Opposition that 
when fixity of tenure is conceded or is given, that carries 
with it the idea of ownership as well. But at the present time 
when we are dealing with this matter, we are giving as a first 
step fixity of tenure to the tenant subject to the condition that 
he should pay fair rent to the so called landlord. The Verum- 
pattomdar’s bill is conceived in this spirit of giving fixity of 
tenure asafirststep. Itis not the last word on the subject. 
-I was glad to see, Siz, that every one who spoke on the bill was 
agreed on that position. They agreed that fixity of tenure must 
be granted and that must be given as early as possible, There is 
thus unanimity of opinion in the basic ideal behind this piece of 
legislation. 

In regard to fair rent, what ought to be the fair rent that is 
to be fixed, what are thé methods by which fair rent should be 
fixed, are all according to me matters of detail which the Select 
Committee can consider and fix up. As the Committee will be 
representative of all shades of opinion they will be able to come 
toa just conclusion regarding this. So, thatis a maiter which 
they can do. 

Then there were some comments on some of the ‘provisions 
of the Bill. Sir, a point was made about the right of resumption. 
Certainly it conflicts with the right of ownership as envisaged or 
as implied in the fixity of pattom. It is implied in it. But, 
at the present stage of the evolution of rights over land and, 
taking into account the actualities or realities that are in 
evidence in our. country, the drafters of the bill thought that 
social justice requires a right to resume land under specified 
conditions for specific purposes should be granted to the owner. 

It was pointed out here that in our couniry there are some 
lease holders who are themselves owners or landlords of big 
areas. Some of the smaller landholders due to economic circum-~ 
stances or by compulsion might have leased out a portion of 
their holdings-to lessees who are economically better off or who 
are in possession of greater extent of land. The law should not 
deny the owner so far recognised in society the right of getting 
even the household or an acre of land for his own self culti- 
vation. I think there is social justice behind it. After all we 
are enacting laws to render justice and we do not want to pre- 
petrate injustice. It is only in the logical consequence of this 
conclusien that led the drafters of the Bill tomake a change in 
the existing law in the Cochin area on this matter. 

In the Cochin area fixity has been granted without any” 
liability to surrender the land they hold on lease under any 
conditien. On realising that there is an element of injustice in 
that and that a certain section of our people are subjected to 
hardship the drafters of the bill thought that they would risk sub- 
stantially a change towards justice. That was the idea behind it. 
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After all, this bill is intended to remove social and econothic 
inequalities and injustices on holdings of land wherever found, 
The inequalities and injustices inherent in Jandlordism should 
not be allowed to continue, Certainly the Select Committe has 
the right to review the whole position. But this is a proposal 
based on the logical implications of the decisions we took. 

Then, Sir, there is another aspect, ie. the effect of our propo- 
sals. Having granted fixity of tenure, there is also the right. of 
resumption on account of the waste committed or some other un- 
conscionable acts. If fixity of tenure implies element of owner- 
ship also, this will be inconsistent. But the Select Committee 
can go into the question whether resumption right can be 
granted if any damage is caused to the property or for any other 
valid ground. They can also delete all these provisions and 
ignore the line of argument and thought as wrong, and state 
that fixity should be unconditionally given and should not be 
limited by any condition. 

Regarding Clause 4also there were some comments. Sir, 
it has been a matter of public commént for some years past, 
whether certain other types of leases are money transactions 
with the right of possessions or leases proper or transactions of 
kanam tenure. There has been an agitation for some time-past, 
After all, it is not amatter of sectional interest. It affects the 
whole country. Therefore only tentative proposals have been 
placed before the House. It is for the Select Committee to go 
into the question and decide. . 

Sir, comment was made with regard to the question of 
intermediaries. The hon. Member who spoke last raised the 
question of the tenant purchasing from the landlord. My 
answer is that we do not envisage this bill as the last word on 
the subject further changes are inevitable and are inherent 
in these proposals. We did think about the elimination of 
intermediaries. . 

Shri O,R. Chummar; Will it be agreeable to confer on the 
tenant the right to purchase the rights of the Jenmi. . 


Shri P. S. Nataraja Pillai; Asa matter of fact, Government 
are prepared to accept that proposition. But it is not want of 
willingness which stands in the way. We have to consider and 
appreciate the logic of the economic principles behind it based 
on the realities and the actualities of the present. The Select 
Committee can go into the question and come forward with that 
proposition. On behalf of the Government I am prepared to 
Co-operate with the Select Committee in formulating such a 
proposition. But I trust that the House will back it up. In 
deciding this question we have to consider it in all its aspects, 
and these are matters for the Select Committee to consider. 
Remarks were made regarding the compulsions of historical 
development and that relating to ownership of property. Dis- 
quisitions on theories and elaboration of thesises will not help us 
to act in the living present for which we have to recognise the 
compulsions of the presentage. Our aim is not to do away with

the existing order of things altogether, but to mete out economic 
justice to all with due regard to the actualities that face us. 
There was also a comment, Sir, that we could have co-ordin- 
ated all the land bills in a single bill in which all these things 
could be dealt with. Ifor one can own my inability to do it 
but on behalf of the Government I am not entitled to say it. At 
any rate, I found that sectional handling of these provisions would 
be more easy and less cumbersome. Therefore each aspect of 
the land problem has been taken up separately, and brought 
forward to this House as a batch of separate bills: Isolated, they 
may not be very effective. But if all of them are to be placed on 
the Statute Book this batch of bills will have a single legal back- 
ground. So, I propose that a cross section of this House as it is at 
present may be constituted as a select committee to deal with 
these seven Bills with a view to make modifications or even 
radical changes if found necessary and hammer out a measure or 
measures which will be of lasting benefit to the country as a 
whole. Itis with that wish that I move that this Bill may he 
referred to a Select Committee composed of members whom J have 
already proposed. I have absolutely no objection to take more 
men from any section of the House. Sir, with these words I 
move that the Bill may be referred to a Select Committee. 
Shri P. K. Kunju: I propose that Shri Joseph Chazhikatiu 
and Shri Kesava Menon are also included in the Committee. 
Shri P. 8. Nataraja Pillai: Yes. No objection. 
Shri-Panampilli Govinda Menon: Sir, I propose Shri T. S. 
Ramaswamy also be included in the Committee. 
Shri P. S. Nataraja Pillai: On this side we have no objection. 
Mr. Speaker: The question before the House is that the 
Travancore-Cochin Verumpattomdars Bill be referred to a Sele- 
et Committee consisting of the following members:

The Restriction on Possession and Ownership of 
Lands Bill. 


Minister for Finance (Shri'P. S. Nataraja Pillai) : Sir, I beg 
to move that the Restriction on possession and ownership of . 
Lands Bill may be referred to a Select Committee composed of 
members whose names I shall mention shortly. This Bill as also 
certain other Bills pertaining to land reforms were introduced 
in the last assembly. Government have circulated this Bill 
along with the other Bills for eliciting public opinion. In res« 
ponse to the invitation of the Government a mass of valuable 
suggestions and information have been received on these Bills, 

Shri Panampilli Govinda Menon: One question, Sir, were 
these Bills introduced in the House last time? 


Shri P, S. Nataraja Pillai: Yes.’ 


, Shri Panampilli Govinda Menon: In that case, how did the. 
Government circulate them? When the Bill is introduced in the 
House it is not the Government that circulate it. 


Shri P, S. Nataraja Pillai: This Bill was introduced and then 
it was left there. Government thought that having introuced 
these bills they should invite public opinion on them. 


All the opinions have been printed and circulated among 
.the members. A Reference guide has also been prepared and 
circulated to the members to facilitate their work in finding 
out different shades and volume of opinion on particular points, 


Hon. Members would have noticed that on this Bill as also 
on the other Bills, opinions have been veceived covering 
practically all aspects of the questions at issue.

So far as Restriction on Possession and Ownership of Lands 
Bill is concerned, the opinions received are conflicting. There is 
one school of thought which takes the view that there is no case 
for imposing any ceiling, regard being had to the conditions pre- 
vailing in this state. There is another view that in the absence 
of regular census of land holdings an attempt at imposixg a ceil- 
ing would be unfair. Thereis yet another view that the pro- 
visions in the Bill seek to do indirectly what it could not do 


¥ 
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directly; in other words, the Bill is. an expropriatory legisla- 
tion intended to affect the rights of the landholders without 
compensating them for the loss they suffer. Some have opposed 
the Bill on the ground that it will shatter economic 
credit, hamper production and result in fragmentation of 
holdings. 

11A.M.] | The Land Policy Committee has after elaborately 
discussing the effects, advantages and disadvantages of 
imposing ceiling on holdings of land come to this conelu- 
sion: “We have, after a good deal of discussion and anxious 
consideration, come to the conclusion that we might, on the 
whole, follow the lead given by legislations in other States, steer 
clear for the present of this vexed question of expropriation of 
all propritors and even tenants, to a limited extent on payment 
of reasonable compensation, and confine our recommendations 
to matters, which in our epinion, demand immediate action by 
Government, in the interests of ensuring social peace generally, 
and harmonious relationship between landlords and tenants in 
particular, throughout the whole State. We have hence decided 
to recommend that an upper limit or ceiling should be fixed to 
Jand holdings, in future. We however do not recommend that 
any upper limit should be fixed, for the present”. That was the 
view. But they made specific recommendation imposing upper 
limit on page 89 of the Report. After stating roughly the views 
in regard to this matter they have recommended an upper limit 
or ceiling. But the arguments advanced for fixing a ceiling is 
common to both. The economic consequences and the expropria- 
tary elements are matters that has to be dealt with separately. 
The planning Commission has also recorded their opinion on this 
question on page 186 of the Report. 


“From the social aspect, which is not less important than 
the economic, a policy for land may be considered adequate 
in the measure in which, now and in the coming years, it reduces 
disparities in wealth and income, eliminate exploitation, provi- 
des security for tenant and worker and, finally promises equality 
of status and opportunity to different sections of the rural po- 
pulation. Further, they say: The question whether some limit 
should not be placed on the amount of land that an individual 
may hold has, therefore to be answered in terms of general prin- 
ciples rather than in relation to the possible use that could be 
made of land in excess of any limit that may be’ set. We have 
considered carefully the implications of the various courses of 
action which are possible. It appears to us that, in relation 
to land (as also in other sectors of the economy) individual 
property in excess of any form that may be proposed has to be 
justified in terms of public interest, and not merely on grounds 
of individual rights or claims. Weare, therefore, in favour- of 
the principle that there should be an upper limit to the amount 
of land that an individual may hold”. . 


Again they have stated: 


“We consider that the determination of these limits is an 
essential step in land reform”. Those are the observations of 
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the Planning Commission. Therefore as an essential step in 
the land reform this billis framed and placed before you. 


An argument advanced against the Bill is the absence. of 
reliable data and failure to take a Census of land holding. On 
the latter point I may point out that this Government have 
rectified that mistake and have already taken steps to take a 
census of land holding as envisaged in the Planning Com: 
mission Report and hop to get the Report on land holdings 
before March. 


Shri A.J. John: Is it a sample census for the whole State? 


ShriP, S. Nataraja Pillai: Yes. But it is not possible to have 
census of every bit of land. We have got a statistical depart- 
ment and it has got recognition in the Statistical Bureau of the 
Government of India. We have a specialist in the Department 
who has gained recognition among the experts of India. 

Further the available figures on land holding go to show 
that landed property in excess of form is concentrated in the 
hands of the privileged few. I made this remark on the basis 
of the report received from the Revenue Department. 


Shri M. P.Menon: What is the total acrege in the hands of 
the few? 


ShriP. S. Nataraja Pillai: 1+ is about 707820 acres 39 cents, 


Shri M. P. Menon: This is the acreage of surplus area. Is 
it not 37 lakhs? 


Shri P. S. Nataraja Pillai: Surplus is not available. “I have 
not got the exact reliable figures. When the census is completed 
we can have the exact figures of land available. 


Therefore a redistribution of land would besides appeasing 
to considerable extent the landhunger so acute in this State 
give the necessary psychological effect, the importance of 
which in the matter of furthering production and ensuring con- 
tentment cannot be overlooked. JI need not mention that when 
we are advancing towards a socialistic pattern of a Welfare 
State, it may be futile and rather late in the day to advance 
arguments against the principle of the fixation of a ceiling. 


From the opinions received, itis also seen that practically 
every aspect of the question has been tackled, The various 
categories of lands that require exemption, the extent of the 
ceiling is to be imposed, the manner in which the ceiling is to be 
fixed, i. e. , whether itis on the basis of extent or income have 
all been discussed. A criticism is often levelled that fixing the 
limit by area alone is an unheard of procedure and anovel one 
too. . It is not so novel or strange as depicted. In Japan after 
occupation a law was enacted redistributing ail land of absentee 
land lords and all lands above seven acres. In Formosa the 
present Nationalist Government has put through a land reform 
under which no one is allowed to own more than ten acres of 
land nor is any one allowed to own land he does not till,

Shri N, Narayana Kurup: May I knowthe yield per ,acre in 
Japan? 


Shri P. S. Nataraja: Pillai: I will answer that ‘question 
before I close. Let me carry on now. That is the case’ in Japan 
and Formosa. That must apply to Asia as well. 


Sir, I believe unless this question of land distribution is 
undertaken by Government removing the inequality in land 
ownership, we will not get a contented people and we will not be 
able to function in the country on the democratic lines we want. 
Trained observers of the political situation of South East Asia 
have recorded in their considered writings that the one 
problem, if solved, that would give a better scope for democratic 
functioning in Asia it is the solution of the land problem. Unless 
thatis done unurest and suffering is bound to exist. There is no 
good postponing the evil day. We will have to face it and solve it, 


As regards the question put by my friend Mr. Kurup as to 
the comparative yield of land in different parts of the world, the 
question itself gives the answer as it presumes that different kinds 
‘of land exist and the yield from them also must vary; one acre in 
Nanjinad is not the same as one acre in Kuttanad and one acre 
in Anamalai is not one acre in Deviculam. There is difference on 
the matter of assessment. What will be the yield, what will be 
the practical use made of the land, are all matters to be looked 
into, We are thinking in terms of actualities. Let us approach 
the problem with a sense of reality. 

Shri K. P. Gopala Menon: Is the basis of fixing limits the 
yield from the property or the land ? 

Shri P. S. Nataraja Pillai: The opportunity for employment, 
the yield that will acerue from that employment, the yield today 
and future potentialities are all taken into consideration. It is 
not something that could be answered as a rule of three. 

Shri K. P, Gopala Menon: _ Is it ultimately the yield ? . 

Shri P, S. Nataraja Pillai: It is the extent and'the capacity 
for producing the yield. It is the extent of land, the extent of 


investment and labour, the extent of capital required to bring 
out that yield. - 7 


With these words I would request that this Bill may also be 
referred to the Select Committee I have named for the Verumpat- 
tamdars Bill. I crave the indulgence of the House to refer this 
to the same Committee.

“Census of Land Holdings :—In making its recommendations 
on Land Policy, the Planning Commission drew attention to the 
inadequate information available regarding the distribution and 
size of holdings particularly in respect of areas under the perso= 
nal cultivation of landlords and areas leased by them. The Plan- 
ning Commission recommended that all States should co-operate 
in conducting a Census of Land Holdings and Cultivation. After 
consultation with the Planning Commission and the Central

of Food and Agriculture addressed the State Governments 
tequesting them to draw up a programme for conducting the Cen- 
sus and suggesting the lines on which it might be conducted. It 
was proposed that the Census should be carried out on the basis 
of complete enumeration in areas where annual village records 
are maintained and in areas where such records are not availa- 
bie, the State Governments were requested to suggest alterna- 
tive methods, ; 

Almost all the State Governments have agreed to conduct 
the Census more or less on the lines suggested by the Govern- 
ment of India. : 

The Travancore-Cochin Government are, however, of the 
opinion that it is not very essential for them to conduct a Census 
as they have adequate material for their land policy in the data 
collected by the Land Policy Committee set up in 1949, 

The West Bengal and Bihar Governments have suggested 
a sample survey because of the lack of village records and the 
Rajasthan Government have suggested a sample survey in areas 
where records are not available.”

“Since independence the abolition of intermediaries has 
been accepted as a policy by all the State Governments, 
Legislation has not been undertaken in some States for 
the purpose prior to April 1951 ete.”

Rules for the award of grants to private institutions 
from the Public Health Department 
Travancore-Cochin State 


1. The Public Health Department may make grants in aid 
of welfare institutions, managed by a single individual, Asso- 
ciation, Clubs etc. for the benefit of the public, and engaged in 
such public health activities as the maintenance of maternity 
and child welfare centres, clinics, rural Sanitary works and 
other activities intended to promote the health and well being 
of the people. 


2. Grant will be sanctioned only on the recommendation of 
the Director of Public Health and if the Government are satisfied 
that the institution concerned was working satisfactorily for a 
period of not less than two years. The following shall be the. 
criterion for determining the eligibility of an institution for 
purposes of grant. 


(a) Maternity Centres—The minimum number of deli-« 
veries attended in any one year shall not be less than 150. 


(b) Child Welfare Centres——The minimum number of 
elinies conducted, infants treated or children cared for shall not © 
be less than 160, 100 and 25 respectively, 


{c) Poor Houses.—A minimum of 25 inmates have to be 
fed in a poor home. Admission to be given only to disabled 
persons, 


_ | (d) Conditions for giving grant to other types of institu. 
tions will be determined by Government on each occasion, 


3. The institution shall serve the public irrespective of caste, 
creed or community.

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THE TRAVANCORE-COCHIN DEBT RELIEF BILL. 


Shri P. V. ‘Avira Tharakan: Sir, I move that the 
Travancore-Cochin Debt Relief Bill may be referred to a 
Select Committee, 
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Shri A. A.D. Luiz: Sir, I have to place a few facts on this 
Bill. The various suggestions put forward here twill come up 
before the Select Committee for consideration and I also wish 
to offer my views. I take it that the aim of the bill is to give 
the agriculturists some relief from indebtedness, In that cate- 
gory, whether the peasant folk is rich or poor, all are entitled 
for relief. In other words, all classes of people falling under 
this category are entitled to relief. It will be considered unfair 
if as one hon. member put it, the concession given out by the 
Debt Relief Bill has enabled the rich to become richer and the 
agriculturists and small businessmen did not secure much 
benefit, So far as-the normal man is concerned he is afforded 
credit facilities from banks. He can have such privilege, The 
same kind of support was not available for an individual other 
than an agriculturist or a corporation, Sir, Ican tell you with 
a certain amount of authority that disastrous effects have 
occurred on account of Debt Relief Bills, I happened to learn 
that from the working of a scheduled bank institution. A 
moratorium was allowed during 1112 to the agriculturists as a 
sort of relief for their heavy indebtedness. Though there was 
relief for the peasantry, that was not much benefit for them. 
The banking institutions granted them help but in the matter of 
repayment, the agriculturists felt some difficulty and thereby 
some difficulties arose, I may say that this situation has para- 
lysed certain limited concerns. Every agriculturist took shelter 
under the provisions of the moratorium and banks have suffered 
to some extent. Certain individuals and corporation are under 
asetback. Eventhough public limited institutions can help the 
agriculturists, it will not be fair for the latter to refute payment 
of instalments, Though the legislature enacts provisions to 
afford relief, the people should not abuse the privileges confer- 
red on them. The economic welfare ot the State has been shat- 
tered by such enactments. The banks have refused to give 
eredit facilities. The provisions in the legislative measures have 
been frustrated by the behaviour of the agriculturists. That 
being so, 1 must protest against the remarks of the hon. member 
Mr. Avira Tarakan suggesting the grant of further concessions 
to the peasant felk, --Mention was made about the Reserve Bank 
and their credit facilities ta the agriculturists. Having been a 
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close reader of the working of that bank, I have not come across 
lany line which says for not granting credit facilities for the 
farmers. On the contrary I have seen that bank taking initiative 
both in regard to individuals and corporations for granting credit 
facilities. ; 

My friend then stated that one rupee of yesterday is equiva- 
ent to four rupees of today for practical purposes of business. I 
cannot see eye to eye with him on that point. When a farmer 
secures a loan of say Rs. 1,000 from a bank, he repays it in 
instalments. Beyond that, more help can not be expected 
of banks, They too have to survive. They have dealings with 
hundreds of persons and if all of them refuse to pay in stated 
instalments, banks will suffer considerably. All banking insti- 
tutions are private concerns. These aspects have to be dealt 
with in the select committee for evolving a workable arrange- 
ment. 


Sir, 1am of the view that there is absolutely no use for 
giving protection to small businessmen. The courts in the land 
are favouring agriculturists debtors to alargeexient. They are 
in a way granted economic facilities in that manner and it is up 
to the farmers to avail themselves of that concession, 
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Shri P. S, Nataraja Pillai : Sir, I would submit a word or 
two. This is a debt relief bill and the matter has been before 
Government forsometime. As far as Government are concerned, 
there is some difficulty. It has to be considered whether this 
Bill will not conflict with article 31 (2) of the Constitution, 
That is one of the doubts which Government entertain regarding 
this Bill. Some provisions of the Contract Act may also be hit, 
which is another difficulty. Again, banking is a Central subject. 
It is amatiter for consideration whether this Government can 
exercise jurisdiction— 


Shri T. V. Thomas : ‘Banking’ is a State subject as well. 


Shri P. S. Nataraja Pillai : My doubt is whether the banking 
functions of the Centre will not be affected as a consequence of 
this Bill and whether such a measure passed by a Province or 
State will be valid. These are the problems. To me it seems 
this matter is not so Simple. There are certain constitutional 
and legal difficulties to be encountered and as such Government 
are studying the subject. At any rate, the hon. Member: has 
brought in this Bill and the statement of objects and reasons 
Says as follows : 


“The war time inflation of currency along with its 
resultant boom has created a Situation whereby the 
rich have become richer and the agriculturists and 
small businessmen did not get much benefit.” 

As far as that is concerned, the general opinion with the 
published Government records, and of writers on the subject is 
that war time boom has conferred benefit to the peasantry. 
They got the benefit of boom prices for their articles. People 
secured large incomes from landed properties as well. The 
business men also reaped some advantage in this direction, 
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Those people were able to redeem their indebtedness. Such is 
the finding on the subject. The Economic Advisor in his report 
on agricultural indebtedness at Madras has also stated that 
conditions in Travancore-Cochin are similar. Then it is said : 
“Now that inflation has been controlled to an extent and 

money value has much increased,” : sak 

Thatis not so very true. There is some difficulty in the 
matter. The money value has not increased. One has to admit 
that there has been some rise, but such rise cannot be character- 
ised in that manner. Difficulties have arisen for debtors in the 
matter of repayment. With all that, whether the time is ripe to 
bring in legislation like this, is a matter of doubt. Certajn 
difficulties are experienced by middle class people and also hy 
the lower class in regard to the repayment ofinstalments. That 
aspect has to be taken cognisance of and the parties have to be 
given relief on that score. 

Another observation which the hon. mover has made is 
about the attitude of the Reserve Bank. Sir, they have insti- 
tuted a committee to go into the question of rural credit. In the 
second volume of their report, a recommendation has been made 
to the effect that the Central and State Governments should 
advance funds to co-operative banks for issuing credit facilities 
to rural agriculturists. In pursuanceof that, the Central Gov- 
ernment have set apart sums to the tune of 25 lakhs for the 
Central Co-operative Bank towards short-term relief. A scheme 
for long term credit is being worked out by the Bank. So what 
Isay is, steps are being. taken to effect the necessary credit 
facilities to the rural people and in furtherance of that an alter- 
native credit structure has been provided for development works 
and agricultural activities. That aid will increase production of 
agricultural products and naturally add to the prosperity of the 
country. That is a matter for consideration. I refer to these 
matters so that they may be considered by the select committee, 
The members will discuss the various suggestions raised in the 
House and arrive at workable propositions. That being the 
case, I am not opposing the motion for the bill being referred to 
the select committee.

THE TRAVANCORE-COCHIN FIXATION OF PADDY PRICES BILL 


Shri Thalekkaya K. Krishnan : Sir, [beg to move the Travan- 
core-Cochin Fixation of Paddy Prices Bill 
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Shri P. S. Nataraja Pillai: Sir, this is a bill to fix the rate at 
which paddy has to be received from the tenants, Already in 
the Jenmi-Kudiyan Bill we have a provision which deals with 
the question. Then there is only the Verumpattamdars Bill 
under which rent has to. be collected that is contemplated by this 
Bill. That Bill which has been referred to a Select Committee 
contains a provision that the Government shall cause to be 
published in the Government Gazette the price of paddy every 
month at each taluk headquarters. So, we have already a Bill 
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which has been referred toa Select Committee of this House 
which contains a similar provision, Here also what actually is 
being sought by the clause is “The Government shall, for the 
purpose of this Act, by Notification, in the Government Gazette, 
publish every year in the months of Kanni and Makaram the 
prices of paddy payable as rent by a tenant toa landlord.” In 
the Bill which we have already referred to the Select Committee 
provision is made that Government shall cause to be published 
in the Government Gazette the price prevailing every month, 
So,in that Bill we have a more advantageous provision. Even 
ifthis Billis referred to a Select Committee, inconsistency or 
conflict may occur when both the Bills become law. Itisa 
matter for careful consideration whether two Bills with identi- 
cal provisions should be dealt with by two different Select Com- 
mittees. Of course, after the Select Committee presents its 
report, certainly this House will have the opportunity to decide 
which Bill should contain this provision and which should not. 
Ido not deny that thereis that opportunity. But at the same 
time I do not think that this Bill is very urgent. Ihave great 
doubts about this Bill—whether it was not over-ride the provi- 
sions of the Jenmi-Kudiyan Act. The Jenmi-Kudiyar Actisa 
substantial Act placed in the Statute Book. The price of paddy 
is fixed periodically after enquiry by a committee in which the 
tenant andthe jenmi are represented. On the report of the 
Committee, Government has to fix up the price. As far as that 
class of lands is concerned there is a provision like that. Whether 
a general provision like the one contemplated by this Bill which 
will over-ride the provisions in the Jenmi-Kudiyan Act which is 
in force is necessary or not has to be seriously considered. Ac 
cording to the agenda before the House, the Jenmi-Kudiyan 
Amendment Bill is coming up for consideration. In the natural 
course, in spite of the foolishness of forecasting the future, we 
can expect the Jenmi-Kudiyan Bill to go to a Select Committee. 
All the provisions inthis Bill can be considered along with the 
Jenmi-Kudiyan Amendment Bill and the Verumpattamdars Bill. 
That is a matter for the honourable member to consider. In the 
light of the difficulties that will come about instead of the facili- 
ties that are sought tobe achieved, I think there is absolutely 
no justification or necessity to push through this Bill as it is 
to-day. I request the hon. Member to seriously recon- 
sider that aspect of the matter and come toa conclusion as to 
whether there isa compelling force to move further with this 
Bill. Asa matter of fact, I do not want to register my opposi- 
tion to it at this stage. I have nothing more to say. : 

What is the composition of the Select Committee which the 
hon. Member proposes ? 

Mr Deputy Speaker: He has-already mentioned the names 
of the Select Committee members.

The resolution of Shri U. Neelakantan, as amended, was 
put and carried. 
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Shri A. R. Menon: Sir, I second the motion. While secon. 
ding the motion, I want to offer some remarks on the subject. 
Ithink this is one of the most important of the questions that 
are faced by the administration and the House, and a solution 
should be sought. ‘I know. personally for the last so many 
years that the Secretariat—not only this Secretariat but Secre- 
tariats elsewhere too—is a place where people generally take 
rest. Wesee anumber of people sitting together and talk- 
ing and wasting their time. I was very happy when the 
Government raised the salaries of these officers. ButI want 
Government also to insist upon these officers and other subordi- 
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nates to give something in return for the money given to them. 
While their salary should be increased, naturally they are ex- 
pected to be more zealousin the discharge of their duties, I 
once had an occasion to send a wire to the head of the Depart- 
ment. Jt was in connection with a very important matter 
affecting vitally my constituency. And, to my surprise, till this 
day not even an acknowledgment has been received. There is 
an idea, Sir, that when a person gets into Government service, 
he is superior to any other person. But to my mind he is of an 
inferior type. The position now is that the officers labour 
under a superiovity complex while the Ministry is suffering from 
an inferiority complex. This state of affairs is responsible for 
all this trouble. The Ministry cannot keep these officers in 
proper order because of their inferiority complex. The officials 
take note of the inferiority compiex under which the Ministry 
suffers and take advantage ofit. Cn one side the superiority 
complex is gaining ground and on the other the inferiority takes 
hold of the Ministry. Ihave never known a Minister to have 
taken totask one of the Secretaries or officials under him. 
They somehow or other hang on tothe tailof a Secretary or 
Secretaries. Are the Ministers wanting in the necessary equip- 
ment to carry on the administration ? Idon’t believe that the 
work of administration is such a mysterious and difficult one 
as can only be carried on by these officers. YYou can yourselves 
carry on administration. If you go through the file and find out 
the mischiefs done by the Secretary or by the Clerk once or 
twice it will immediately create fear among these officers. But- 
by depending on the notes written by them and then by putting 
‘Yes’ or ‘No’ you make them superior. Iam sorry tosay thatis 
the position, 


Now, honourable behaviour is falwaysa desirable thing. 
And, this idea of superiority complex somehow or other makes 
them even descend to indecent, beliaviour. And, in this they do 
not seem to realise that the good name and popularity of the 
whole administration depend on them. Sir, this State is noted 
for the intolerable superiority complex of the official element 
that may be suitablein an old regime. But conditions have 
changed in this land and these officers do not seem to realise that 
the old order has changed giving placing tonew. Iremember 
a case of a Head Constable entering a place where some 
professors and other gentlemen were sitting and talk- 
ing, and ordering them togetout. These gentlemen had to 
quit the place. Thatis the kind of officialdom established in 
this land. It is time that this changes. 


Now, Sir, regarding the I. A. S. officers. The I. AS, is only 
the offspring of the old .I.C.5S. There is no record in human 
history where a Civil Service has played such an important 
and major rele as the I. C. S. has during the past two 
centuries, This I: C.S. gradually and completely got hold of the 
administrative machinery and even the Government. TheI.C.S. 
is mainly responsible for bringing this country in this condition. 
Naturally they begin to think that they are great men and by 
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a process of auto-suggestion they deem themselves as superior 
beings. It was, Sir, Mr. Lloyd George who said that the I. C,S, 
' was the “‘Steel-frame” of the Indian Government. I perfectly 
- agree with him, Yes, it was so during the good old days. Now 
it is sheer anachronism for the I. A. 5. to be styled as the ‘Steel. 
Frame” of the Government. What has happened is that-a man 
getting Rs. 100 is promoted all ona sudden and given a salary 
of Rs. 1,000, over the head of a large number’ of people who had 
putin more service. What is the qualification required ? The 
qualification, Sir, is a thorough knowledge of the nervous system 
of the earthworm or the anatomy of a cockroach or the binomial 
theorem. These are the subjects in which they have been 
qualified. Any number youcan have who have passed these 
examinations. But certainly these qualifications will not be of 
any avail in the field of administration. It never indicates that 
he has understood administrafion. Fora proper administration 
you should be able to understand human nature. And, human 
nature is only understood by experienced persons by coming 
in contact with people. These I. A. S. boys have been 
placed high over people who have grown grey in service, 
-That is the mischief that has been done. The claims of people 
who have put in 22 or 23 years of service have been neglected 
and these men appointed. Sir, Iask what kind of contentment 
these neglected officerscan have. I know you are helpless. 
And, these swellheads,a majority of them are absolutely ignora- 
ant of administration. They may have their merits in their own 
particular grooves. But when once they get this position they 
forget everything. When anybody approaches them they want 
to play the old I. C.S. sahib. Now, there is a belief that if any 
department is not properly managed things could be set right by. 
putting an I. A.S. officer there. Sir, in Calcutta in the Great 
Famine;some 30 lakhs of people died of starvation because of © 
this administration by the I.C.S. officers. They bungled. 
Where people cannot raise their voice their fate is doomed under 
the administration of these officers. Butsuch days are gone. 
Now, it is the Government of the people. The Government of 
the Travancore-Cochin is managed by the people of the State. 
There isno question here of the Tamil State or Malayali State. 
It is the Government of the people, for the people and by the 
people. And, the officials employed by the people should carry 
out the instructions and orders 6f the chosen representatives of 
the people who run the administration. I am again to refer to 
the letter that I sent requesting immediate action. « Not 
evena reply is given. But the officer receives his salary from 
the proceeds of the taxes collected from my constituency. That 
is the reason why discontent is seething and the administration 
is exposed to all these attacks. For all the commissions of sin 
of these officers you, who represent the Government are made 
responsible. You are the targets of all these attacks. 


Therefore I would appeal to you to take necessary, 
measures to hasten-decisions and send replies atileast when com- 
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munications are received. It does not cost much to be prompt, it 
does not cost you to be reasonable. Friendliness begets friendli- 
ness, decency begets decency. If these people only remember 
this, their attitude will change. I donot wish to say anything 
more. This matter should be looked into because for the safety 
and protection of the Ministry itself these men should be made 
to realise that they are the servants of the public and not the 
masters of the public and that they are subordinate to the admi- 
nistration. The Administrative Heads of Departments are sub- 
ordinate to the Ministers and therefore even if it comes to that, 
disciplinary action must be taken against them so as to teach 
them to behave properly and make them realise that conditions 
have changed. They must know that unless they behave pro- 
perly and adapt themselves to the existing conditions, they 
would get out of the administration. Old times have gone, and 
officials must learn decency. I am bringing this fact to the notice 
of Government for the protection of the Ministry for unless action 
is taken, it will only besmirch the fair name of the Ministry. 
Even to-day there seems to be a kind of distinction between the 
official and non-official world. The old bureaucarcy is operating 
under a new guise. Instead of one Dewan, four of you are here. 
Please set such matters right so that we may render you all pos- 
sible help in this House instead of exposing you to hostile 
attacks.

Shri P. S. Nataraja Pillai: Sir, as far as I understand, this 
resolution wants our Government to urge on the Central Govern- 
ment to set apart Rs. 50 lakhs for the growth and development of 
cottage industries and another sum of Rs. 5 lakhs for propaganda 
purposes- The position now isthis. The Central Government 
have sanctioned a sum of Rs. 8 lakhs and odd for Cottage Indust- 
ries, asum of Rs. 19 lakhs under another head and a loan 
amount of Rs. 13 lakhs on yet another head. They have con- 
sented to give Rs. 5 lakhs as loan for the development of small 
scale industries. The finances are there. The difficulty is only in 
regard to the manner of the application for funds. While on this 
matter I do not want to go into the question relating to Trichur 
Handloom Co-operative Societies or the conditions under which 
remittance was delayed. But we are making earnest attempt 
to do whatever we can within the rules adopted by the Central 
Government to develop the industries. No amounts are directly 
advanced by the Centre. There are rules in the matter. Unless 
you follow their rules, you cannot spend the money either. 
Drawing and spending are subject to audit by the Accountant 
General. Absolutely correct accounting principles have to be 
observed if the amounts are to be drawn and spent. To the best 
of our ability our Government are doing that. I donot claim 
that this Government have perfected the machinery of loan 
transactions for the purpose of developing cottage industries. 
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There are lapses and mistakes. The Ministry itself might not 
have acted with such promptitude in the matter of drawing the 
money for being spent. But what I have tosay in all humility 
is, no effort is wanting on our part. To the best of our ability 
sums are made available and some real progress has been 
achieved in popularising cottage industries products. If the 
facts are properly understood and appreciated by the Members, 
it will be seen that handloom industries or small scale indust- 
ries are popularised in our State to the extent desired. 


I have nothing more to say except to request my friend 
Mr. Sitaraman to realise the limitations of this Government in 
the matter of making available the Central finances. This is an 
instance where our Government are administering funds of 
another Government, advanced as loan. Accounting rules have 
to be strictly observed and whatever exceptions or modifications 
are needed we have to adopt them with the concurrence of the 
Central Government. This naturally takes time. These are the 
circumstances. Now that the Government of India have libera- 
lised their procedure, with a little patience on our side, we may 
hope that facilities can be had in future in the matter of deve- 
loping cottage and small scale industries, 


With these words, I request the hon. Member Mr. Sitaraman 
to withdraw the resolution, 
The resolution was, by leave, withdrawn.

Shri Panampilli Govinda Menon: Sir, Before you take up Fin- 
ancial Business, I want to make a submission. The Schedule of 
Supplementary Demands for Grants was received by me only at 
about 7 p. m. yesterday and I believe, every other member of the 
House got it at about that time. Certainly, inthe place in which 
I put up, there are 20 others, and each one of us received it only 
about 7p.m. It was not possible for members therefore to con- 
sider the nature of these Supplementry Demands and there has 
been no time to make any motion on the matter. I should like 
to know from you, Sir, and Government as to how we can intel- 
ligently take part in the discussion today? 

Mr. Speaker: What is your suggestion? 

Shri Panampilli Govinda Menon: I do not know what to 
suggest, because I have not studied it, In fact, l1may say when 
our party meeting was held yesterday—though party matters are 
not relevant here—we were waiting for the Agenda. We did not 
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get it and therefore we could not consider it. Apart from that, 
as an individual member of the House, I findit difficult to con- 
tribute anything intelligent to the discussion on the subject. 


Mr. Speaker: The Supplementary Grants were included in 
the original Agenda. 


Shri Panampilli Govinda Menon: That only adds to my 
grievance. It was stated generally that there would be Financial 
Business. We did not know what it was. The usual practice is, 
as I understand it, three or four days before the matter is taken 
up, at least, the schedule or supplementary Grants would be 
civculated. Here the Agenda gave notice that financial business 
would be transacted during the session, but there was no indica- 
tion regarding the nature of the amounts which the Finance 
Minister or the Chief Minister would be requesting the House 
to grant and for what purpose. 

Shri P. S. Nataraja Pillai: I de not catch the point, Sir. 


My. Speaker: He is complaining that there has not been 
sufficient notice for the Supplementary Grants. 

Shri P.S. Nataraja Pillai: As far as I understand the 
Rules, the Chair has to fix aday. After all, we have included it 
in the list of business to be transacted. We supplied the sche- 
dulé yesterday and the Chair has the right to fixaday when it 
can be taken up for consideration. 

Shri Panampilli Govinda Menon: May I know from the Minister 
this fact. This House assembled for this Session on the 25th 
January. May Iknow why there was delay in supplying the 
Assembly Secretariat till the afternoon of yesterday with a copy 
of the Supplementary Grants? What was the difficulty for 
Government in supplying the necessary information to the 
Legislature Secretariat till yesterday? 

Shri P. S. Nataraja Pillai: Ithink Mr. Menon himself knows 
that for presenting Supplementary Grants in this House certain 
preliminary things have to be gone through and we have to 


collect all the information available. 

Shri Panampilli Covinda Menon: Will the Minister take the 
House into confidence and say what the difficulty was? 

Shri P. S. Nataraja Pillai: Ihave nothing to hide. It is the 
practice followed by Government to send up Supplementary 
Demands to Central Finance to apprise them and wait for reply. 

Shri Panampilli Govinda Menon: Can the House take it that 
the delay was on account of the fact that the sanction of the 
Government of India for moving this Demand was received only 
yesterday? 


‘a Shri P. S, Nataraja Pillai: I think it wasday before yester- 
ay. 
Shri Panampilli Govinda Menon: If the fact was that there 
was some delay in getting sanction from the Government, should 
_ not we get time to study it? 
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Shri P. S, Nataraja Pillai: Ihave absolutely no objection. 
We can have it tomorrow. 

Mr. Speaker: Then let it be postponed for tomorrow. 

Tomorrow we have received notice of a No-Confidence 
Motion.

Shri Panampilli Govinda Menon: In that case, there is no 
difficulty.

Shyi P, S. Nataraja Pillai: Sir, the Bill, as usual has receiv~ 
ed consideration by the different sections of the House and hon, 
Members have given many valuable and constructive sugges- 
tions for which Iam grateful. Criticism was focussed on the 
method of approach as the Leader of the Opposition has ex- 
pressed. Sir, after all, even when I introduced the Bill, I made 
it explicit that the ideal which prompted the promoters of the 
Bill was to bring into existence a peasant proprietorship scheme 
on land and to reduce inequalities that exist in our economic 
sphere. That I explicitly stated even at the very outset when I 
stood up to introduce the Bill. ; 


Sir, peasant proprietorship is to be established and the in- 
equalities are to be reduced. For these two objectives the 
framers of the bill approached the problem from an objective 
standard and not exactly from anidealist view point. In the 
existing conditions, factors, constitutional and economic, 
and the law that prevails in the country have to be taken into 
account before any steps can be taken. As my friend Mr. Menon 
observed, the compensation problem was not ignored, I may 
humbly tell the House. It was not a matter which was left out 
in ignorance. It wasamatter on which serious thought was 
bestowed ; certainly to solve the question of redistributing land 
and to take over land from those who hold large extends of land. 
So, naturally we considered that problem, thatis, the problem 
of compensation. Sir,I seriously ask the Leader of the Oppo- 
sition whether the ideas of compensation in India are definite 
and exact today. We know that there are even now debates and 
discussions on the principles of compensation that should be 
accepted by the Legislatures or by the Parliament itself. Asa 
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matter of fact, certain State Legislatures took certain view and 
the Supreme Court took another view onthe question of com- 
pensation, based on the Constitution Act of our land. Even 
the sovereign body, the Parliament, and the party in control, is 
discussing the basic principles of compensation that has to be 
given effect toin law. The property is, in our stage of evolu- 
tion in India, being subjected to a re-assessment. In that con- 
text—I may be wrong—certainly I don’t concede that property 
is an absolute gift to man—we try to adjust things in the exist- 
ing conditions to the best advantage of the largest number. 
That is essentially a compromise proposition. Therefore, the 
defects and shortcomings that were pointed out by certain sec- 
tions of the House, I concede, may be there. But those short- 
comings are inherent in the present set up of things in our 
country. Man’s social consciousness of the inequalities of land- 
ownership has become keen. That hasto be recognised, it will 
be dangerous to ignore it. Certain observations were made 
here thai, after all, this legislation is intended fora limited 
fragmentation of large holdings and does not provide for exten- 
sive redistribution. I am free to confess from the study of 
available material that we have not got large extensive lands 
forre-distribution.: Yetsome accumulation there is, I don’t want 
to give you the figures which our Government have collected 
but even taking it from the Planning Commission’s Report what 
dowe find? Sir, in page 301 of the Planning Commission’s 
Report, the size of the holdings, the number of holdings, percent-: 
age of holdings, areain acreage, and percentage of area are 
given. ; 

Shri Joseph Chazhikatt : Do these figures apply to Trav- 
ancore-Cochin or India as a whole? 


Shri P. S. Nataraja Pillai: My friend will concede that I too 


possess some commonsense. These surely apply to Travancore- 
Cochin. 


In Travancore-Cochin only 1 per cent. of the holdings are 
those comprising 100 acres and above. And this 1 per cent. from 
18 per cent. of the area. And, according to statistics I. (point 
one) per cent. of pattadars hold this 18 per cent. of the area. 
That definitely shows that there is accumulation, It is only, as 
it were to meet this, that a legislation like this was conceived. 


Shri A. J. John: Does the statement that 80 per cent. of the 
holdings are held by 1 per cent. of the people, tally with the last 
statement ? : 

Shri P. S. Nataraja Pillai: 18 per cent. Therefore I was 
saying that the social consciousness of aceumulation is justi- 
fiable. There was the demand for distribution. The psychological 
effect of attempting to do some justice and bringing about some 
equality will create another social effect, a sense of satisfaction 
in the mass-mind. That is in connection with the situation as 
itis. So it was to bring about equality and a change in the 
social outlook of the vast masses of the country who are land-« 
less, this legislation was attempted. : 
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On the question of land commission I shall make one or two 
observations later on. Referring to the Kuthakapattom that is 
given by the Travancore-Cochin Government some observations 
were made bythe Leader of Opposition. Iam grateful and 
Ithank him for that. Travancore Government decided some years 
ago that they were not going to assign land, that is, bestow lands 
for individual ownership on the existing conditions with absolute 
ownership of land. What was the result of assignment of lands? 
It is well-known that at that time the Member for Poonjar was 
the Chief Minister of the Travancore Government, blocks of five 
acres of Government land were allotted under the Grow More 
Food scheme to a large number of people. But what do we 
find now ? Hundreds of acres are in possession of single owners, 
A process of accumulation began under the stress of capitalist 
economy. Again, when assignments were made to the depressed 
classes, and ex-service men of the last world war, extensive 
areas were given tothem. What was the fate of those lands? 
Large tracts of lands assigned to the backward classes have been 
taken possession of by the wealthy. Have we not come across such 
instances? Therefore, the change from absolute ownership toa 
limited ownership was introduced to produce a condition wherein 
distribution can be more easily done. Now the policy should be 
to limit the ownership, or as my friend would put it, push the ne- 
gative aspect of the scheme. According to me it must havea 
greater emphasis. We must prevent accumulation of land before 
you can allow distribution so that the distributed land may not 
again accumulate. 


’ Therefore the negative aspect cf this scheme is as much 
important and relevant to the problem as the positive aspect. 
Icertainly accept the suggestion of the Leader of the Opposition 
that we should set upaland commission or a tribunal, which 
will be in charge of distribution of land on the principles which 
the House may enunciate. But the first step should be to pre- 
vent ownership of land more than what we can allow in the ex- 
isting conditions of our society. So the limitation of ownership 
becomes a primary necessity. Unless we postulate it by law, it 
will not become real. Therefore the first step should be to give 
more emphasis to the matter of fixing a limitation on holdings. 
At the same time, when that limitation is imposed and redistri- 
bution is attempted then the question of compensation comes up 
for consideration. As I said before, the matter is still fluid so far 
asthe whole nation is concerned. We thought we will wait 
until we get some definite idea. One of the thoughts which 
struck me when I had the privilege or honour of signing this 
Bill was, that a class of intermediaries are being created under 
this scheme, a class of rentiers. Ifelt it was an anachronism, 
It must go! At present what can we do? I was bestuwing my 
thought to the best of my ability. I was not able to find a way. 
The collective ability of this House will be able to finda way so 
that the country will be benefited. After all itis not the credit 
of a man who signs a particular record of the House but the will 
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of the House which counts. Certainly, if the House will find a 
solution to the problem to remove that defect, I will feel myself 
most fortunate. Itis not cowardice—I do not use the word 
chickenheartedness—to face the implications of the principles 
we held. Atthe same time...., 


Shri A.J. John: Was there not a specific provision in the 
Planning Commission Report ? 


Shri P. S. Nataraja Pillai: It is not cowardice, with all humi- 
lity I would say, it was not cowardice on my part which promp- 
ted me to adopt this via media. - Here, at least I know the 
limitations under which we work. We are at present satisfied 
with the little benefit that is being dome now and which is not 
denied to a future generation. It was a genuine attempt to meet 
a genuine need felt by all sections of the population. 


Then about the data to be collected. Thatis one of the most 
important things. Certainly we have to be sure of our data, 
that is, as far as the extent of ownership is concerned. It was 
repeatedly argued by the Planning Commission that the Travan- 
core-Cochin has not taken steps to make a survey of land hold- 
ings. The problem was serious and necessary, and we have 
taken steps to have a survey of land holding taken on the lines 
suggested by the Government of India Statistics Department. 
The object of the census is to collect essential data relating to 
the holding and cultivation of agricultural land. The census will 
relate to agricultural land comprised in owners, holding of all 
sizes. An owner’s holding may ke definedas the area of land 
owned by an individual. I beg to place these facts before the 
House so that the House may know the way in which the present 
census of land holdings is being taken. Agricultural land means 
the cultivable area comprised in a holding including groves and 
pastures, 


(1) “The object of the census is to collect essential data 
relating to the holding . and cultivation of agricul- 
turalland. Thecensus will relate to agricultural 
land comprised in owner’s holding of all sizes. An 
owner’s holding may bedefined as the area of land 
owned by an individual. . 


(8) Agricultural land means the cultivable area comprised: 
inaholding including groves and pastures. All 
unoccupied area such as forest land and other cul- 
tivable land should be excluded. 


(3) Area owned includes land held as owner as well as 
land held under rights of occupancy. An occupancy 
right may be said to exist when the holder has a 
minimum right of permanent inheritable possession. 
An area of Jand owned by A, but held in right of 
occupancy by B, willbe shown as B’s land and not 
as A’s. An area of land held by two owners, a 
superior owner and an inferior owner, will be shown 
in favour of the inferior owner only. An area of land 
mortgaged with possession will be included in the 
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holding of the mortgagee and excluded from the 
holdings of the mortgager. In the case of joint 
holdings, area proportional to the share of each 
person should be shown separately. Area owned 
by each individual member should be shown ag a 
separate holding. 
(4) Area under personal cultivation includes land owned 
: other than land leased for a period of one year or 
more to a tenant, sub-tenant ete. 


(5) To permit comparisons between different classes of 
land, it will be necessary to work outa suitable 
seale based on such criteria as productivity, land 
revenue, rental ete., and the holding of each indi- 
vidual should be reduced to standard acre based on 
the scale evolved. 

(6) The final statements required are— 


(a) the distribution of holdings classified according to 
(i) area owned, 
(ii) area given on lease, and 
(iii) area owned under personal cultivation. 


(b) the results of (a) but the area will be in terms of 
the standard acre.” 


This isthe procedure adopted forthe census we are con- 
ducting. 

The details collected by the sample survey will be tabulated 
to give information on the details, of size of the holding for 
various categories of land and convert it into a standard acre. 
So, Sir, to take a census on the basis of the directions of the Plan- 
ning Commission, the preliminaries and the necessary organisa- 
tons have been brought into existence and they are actually at 
work, 


Shri A.J. John: Is it nota sample survey that is envisaged? 


Shri P. S, Nataraja Pillai: That is also the view of the Plan- 
ning Commission. As a matter of fact that will give the actua- 
lity. That will be the replica of the general survey. 


Shri A. J. John: Has not the Planning Commission in their 
previous report stated that where there are enough records a 
sample survey would be enough but in other places a general 
survey is necessary? 


ShriP. S. Nataraja Pillai: In their present 1954 Report they 
have recommended only a sample survey. We have enough 
revenue records but we have to evolve a standard acre, which 
isnot an existing factor but a symbolic acre. It will have tobe 
deduced from the existing acre. Whether we evolveitfroma 
sample survey ora general survey of the holding, the position 
willbe the same. 


. Shri A. J. John: When collecting general information for a 
gample survey how is it possible to fix the standard acre fora 
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single individual, supposing it is not surveyed. How can you fix 
details in regard to an individual. 

Shri P. S. Nataraja Pillai: As far as I am able to understand 
from the experts in charge of this business the whole area of the 
country will be divided into certain circles and regions and the 
various kinds of the particular cultivation, the fertility of the 
soil, the amou-t of labour devoted and capital invested will be 
calculated and a regional standard will be arrived at. I myself 
am not an expert on this matter andI depend for my information 
on the men in charge of this matter. 


Shri A.J. John: The difficulty so far as Travancore-Cochin 
is concerned is we have got permanent improvements in Travan- 
core-Cochin. In other parts, we have only short-term crops. 
So it may be enough to take asample survey there but not in 
Travanucore-Cochin. 


Shri P. S. Nataraja Pillai: That is one of the peculiar fea- 
tures of the land here. I know that we have cultivations of the 
plantation type. But perhaps the standard will be evolved 
taking into account the permanent cultivation. 


Shri A. J. John: The other day the hon. Member’ promised 
to place on the table instructions given by the Government 
of India. ‘ 


Shri P. S. Nataraja Pillai: Even now Irepeat it. It will be 
available for the final decisions. They are more relevant for.. 
fixation of ceilings under Section 4. We can get it at that time. 
But before that we have to hammer out during the Select Com- 
mittee stage the other provisions of the Bill effected. If we impose 
limitation, we have to think how can that limitation be enforced. 
There I have to say that the provisions in the Bill will have to 
be linked up with the provisions of the Verumpattamdars Bill. 
My ‘friend Mr. Govinda Menon was saying about the Jenmies of 
bigger areas and really ofthe higher order, Fixity of tenure is - 
granted by the Verumpattamdars Billand ownership is limited 
by this Bill. It meansa lot ofexchange. Some members ex- 
pressed the view that there is no limit proposed for the tenant. 
ibumbly submit that itis notso. In the Bill weare discussing 
‘there are provisions to fix a limit of any kind of land that any 
individual whether as owner or tenant can possess. Whenever 
Jand is taken away from one owner and handed over to another, 
the limitation imposed regarding «fixity of tenure and ceilings 
also applied. The present proposal is to break up the areas of 
ownership and possession, leave certain areas with the present 
owner and hand over the rest to others with fixity of tenure and 
not add that over to other owners. But as I said earlier there is 
aninterim period of rent paying and rent receiving. During the 
course of the debate one important fact was mentioned. One — 
hon. Member pointed out that we have not taken into account 
the rent called upon to pay by the tenant and not allowing ex- 
cess area for that. Thatisapoint very relevant which I have 
mot thought about earlier. It is a very valid criticism. Sup- 
pose we fix 25 acres the owners get 25 acres and the tenants also 
get 25 acres with the liability of paying rent. The owner gets 
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tax-free land, the tenant with the fixity of tenure gets 25 acres 
with the liability of paying fair rent, No weightage for’ possession 
is allowed. Ithink itisa matter which the Select Committee 
must consider deeply. 

Then, Sir, two extreme views were expressed by Mr. Bala- 
krishnan and the hon. Member for Poonjar about the credit 
structure. One welcomed land losing its value as a very good 
social development.and the other holds the view that the des- 
truction of credit structure by devaluation of: land will not be 
in the best interests of the society. Both things are possible. 
I donot want to sitin judgment over one view or the other. 
One thing I feel is that the provisions of the present Bill will 
not go to the extent of devaluating the land to sucha degree as 
envisaged by Balakrishnan nor will the credit structure be 
paralysed, as was feared by my other friend. In these matters 
there are certain actualities in life. So many things have to be 
taken on acompromise. Life itself is aseries of compromises. 
We have to take into account of the social-laws and the society 
will adjust itself so as to attain equilibrium. 


Shri A.J. John: Is there any provision for the discharge of 
debts. 


Shri P. S. Nataraja Pillai: There is no. provision. Whena 
land is charged to the extent of 10,000 rupees, we cannot by any 
change in law say that the debt must be proportionate to the 
land. Some areas may be more fertile and other less fertile. 
The division on the basis of fertility of land itself may not at 
times be reasonable. So it cannot be intrinsically be limited to 
the land ownership and limitation, which we are attempting. 

Then one other point I have to say is about the disposal of 
Government lands. A large number of friends: stated in the 
House that the lands which are available for disposal must be 
Jeased out. Asfaras the extent of forestlands in the State, it is 
not excessive. The Indian National Forestry Plan envisages 
somewhere about 35 per cent of the area of land should be 
forests but we have a lesser area. We have to take into consi- 
deration the geographical situation of land and the steep hill 
sides we have and the short space of level ground between the 
high mountain ranges and the zero point of the sea. Leaving 
that apart, whether the land at the disposal of Government 
should be immediately parcelled out is a matter for considera- 
tion. As long as the land at the disposal of Government do not 
serve asocial purpose or for any useful purpose of society, the 
primary necessity of landless must be satisfied. But even then, 
we have to take note of one factor, namely the power of transfer 
which they get. It is known to you, Sir, and other members of 
the house that allotments made inthe High Ranges for food pro- 
ductions to individuals have now accumulated in the hands ofa 
few. Aslong as we are notable to prevent accumulation in the 
hands of a few individuals, such allotments will cause greater 
injury. So allotments for the really needy can be taken up 
only after prohibiting people from holding large areas, 
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So I think limitation of holding is very important and must 
be given utmost priority in spite of the defects—and defects 
there are in this Bill which I concede. And I hope the collective 
sense of wisdom of the House will be able to rectify such defects 
to a large extent. 


With these words I would crave the indulgence of the House 
to refer the Bill to the Select Committee.

THE SPECIAL RIGHTS IN LANDS ABOLITION BILL. 


Shri P. S. Nataraja Pillai: Sir, I move that the Special 
Rights in Lands Abolition Bill be referred to a select committee 
which has been. constituted and whith is in chargé of 
Verurmpattamdars Bill and the Restriction on Possession and 
Ownership of Lands Bil. Government have circulated 
this Bill also for ascertaining the views of the people 
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Opinions received on this bill have already been printed and 
made available to the members and it will be noticed that the 
opinions received mainly relate to the extension of the principle 
embodied in this bill to other classes of lands such as those 
subjected to payment of jenmikaram, lands belonging to 
religious institutions etc. There is bound to be some difference 
of opinion in the matter of compensation to be made to those 
class of lands. Some are of the view that it should be 20 times 
the present rate of basic tax. Some others want to have it 
reduced to 16 1/3 times and so on. These are matters that have 
to be gone into carefully by the select committee and I feel con- 
fident that this will be done and that the select committee would 
be in a position to arrive at an equitable solution. I now move 
that the bill be referred to a select committee. . 


Sir, as I have shown in the statement of objects and reasons 
of this bill, it is an attempt to reduce the intermediaries and also 
abolition of rights of certain classes of people who comein 
between the actual holder of the land, and the tiller of the soil. The 
historical incidence of that holding or the right on the land need © 
not be gone into at the moment. I hope the House will agree with 
me today, that certain classes of people, a few in number, are 
holding their right over others in respect of certain lands. That 
aspect has to be taken notice of. If radical change is to be made 
in land holdings, the special rights have to be abolished. It is 
Government’s attempt to bring it to a common denominator as 
I said the other day, so that the rights of these various tenures 
may be brought under a single formula. In the existing condi« 
tions we find that compensation b&comes inevitable. Govern- 
ment decided upon providing compensation to them and the pre- 
sent possibilities of our State can permit of sucha thing. There- 
fore a necessity has arisen to reduce all the tenures to a single 
form. If we can evolve any other method for this purpose, 
certainly the select committee is entitled todo it. What J 
envisage at the moment is, different tenures that exist in the 
country affect ownership. A solution has to be aimed at as early 
as possible so that all the lands in the State may be brought 
under one type and scale of ownership as regards the actual 
cultivator is concerned. With these words I request the House 
to commit this bill to the select committee, 


Shri A. Achuthan: I second it, 
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Regulation IV of 1068. 


Section 2. “The holders of land in the estates of Kilimanoor 
and Edapally shall have the same rights in respect 
of their holdings as the holders of lands under our 
Government”, ‘ 

Section 3. “The rent recoverable from the holders of land 
in the said estates shall be at the rates assessed by 
our Government from time to time.” 


Section 4. “The granting of waste lands shall be regulated 
in respect of permanency of occupation and the rates 


of assessment by the law and rules for the time being 
in force for the Government waste lands.” 
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Section 5. “The records are to be kept in the form in which 
our Government accounts are kept and they shall 
be subject to the supervision of our Government.” 


Section 6. “The rents to estates shall be treated as public 
revenue and shall be recovered by our officers in 
the manner as prescribed by the Regulation I of 
1068,”

“4. I¢is.seen that the cost per ton of shells collected by the 
Travancore Cements Ltd., comes. to Rs. 8 only, while the selling 
price of shells by the Lime ShellCo-operative Society is Rs. 10 
per ton. Government cannot therefore ask the Company to 
purchase shells‘from the Co-operative Society on an unecono- 
mic basis. 

2. As regards the complaints of illicit-collection and disposal 

of shells, it is seen that these shells are collected from puncha 
fields which.are private properties and that there is no law 
prohibiting. such collection, “A bill known “the Travancore- 
Cochin Limeshell (Control) Bill” has now been drafted for 
controlling the collectioniand:sale of lime shells. When the bill 
as passed into law necessary steps will be taken to prevent such 
illicit collection. ; 
3. Rule 4 of the Mineral Concessions Rule 1949 enables the 
State Government to prescribe certain rulesfor the regulation 
of thesextraction of minor minerals alone (of which limesheil 
is oné). What is required is not regulation of colleetion-alone, 
but also regulation of disposal and sale of shells under a system 
of licensing ofproducers and dealers. This purpose cannot be 
served by the rules contemplated in‘rule 4:of the Mineral’ Con- 
cessions Rules 1949, . 

4, The request to give due publicity to the mode of working 
of Lime Shell Societies is under consideration. 

5. The Society may approach the Travancore-Cochin State 
Co-operative Bank for adequate loan facilities.

1. The Project Executive Officer, Neyyattinkara-Vilavancode 
area is implementing a housing scheme for fishermen in the 
coastal area of the Project, The proposal is to construct buildings 
for 96 families of fishermen at an estimated cost of Rs. 1,44,000. 
The cost of one house amounts to Rs. 1,500. The Government of 
India have sanctioned aloan of the required amount to this 
State. The loan has to be repaid in instalments with interest. 
The land for the purpose of constructing houses has been sur- 
rendered free of cost by the people. The cost of construction 
of the houses together with interest has to be recovered from 
the occupants in monthly instalments over a period of 25 years. 


2. The Project Executive Officer, Neyyattinkara-Vilavancode 
area has in his letter read as 1st paper above forwarded the draft 
rules for occupation of the buildings. These draft rules were 
earefully considered by Government and they are pleased to 
sanction the following rules :— 


(a) The cost of each tenement (consisting of one living 
room, one kitchen, one front verandah and one rear verandah) 
namely, Rs. 1,500, will be recovered from the occupant at the 
rate of Rs. 5 per month in twenty-five years, 


(b) No interest or rent will be recovered for this period. 


(c) When the entire cost of the tenement is paid up, the 
occupant will getthe right of occupying the building free of 
rent. The right of occupancy will be heritable, and will also be 
transferable with the sanction of Government, 


Nore: Itis not proposed te confer absolute ownership on 
the occupant when all the instalments are paid. 
Each block of buildings consists of 4 tenements and 
it may not be desirable to give the occupant of each 
tenement absolute ownership over it so that he may 
demolish it or sell it at his own option. : 
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(d) Ifthe occupant defaults payment of any instalment 
for a period exceeding two months, the arrears will be recovera- 
ble from him and he will be liable to eviction by the Govern- 
ment. 

(e) The land on which the building stands will remain 
the property of Government. 

(f) The occupant will carry out the annual maintenance 
of the building. On default, the maintenance will be carried out 
atthe cost of Government and the cost will be recovered from 
him. 

(g) Applications for allotment of tenements should be 
submitted to the Project Executive Officer in the prescribed 
form. Each applicant should remit in cash Rs. 5 together with 
the application. This amount will be set off against the first 
instalment. / 

(h) A Committee consisting of the following persons will 
allot the tenements :— 

(i) The Project Executive Officer ; 
(ii) President of the Local Panchayat ; 
(iti) Co-operative Inspector, Community Project; 
{iv) Parish Priest or another nominee ; 
(v) Another person of local standing to be nomi- 
nated by the Project Executive Officer. 

(i) All amounts due from the occupants will be Tiable to 
be recovered as arrears of public revenue under the Revenue 
Recovery Act. 

(j) The occupant will have to execute an Agreement with 
the Project Executive Officer embodying the terms stated 
above”. 

3. The Comptroller is of opinion that the instalment may 
be fixed at Rs. 97-4-8 per annum so as to cover both interest and 
a portion of the loan, if the loan is to be discharged within a 
period of 25 years. He has also pointed out that the non re- 
covery of interest from the occupants may involve a substantial 
loss to Government. The Finance Department have also agreed 
with the views of the Comptroller for fixing the rate of recovery 
at Rs. 97-4-8 per annum, as otherwise the recovery cannot be 
completed within a period of 25 years. As Government consider 
that the poor fishermen will not be able to pay a larger amount 
than Rs. 5 per mensem, the houses will be given to them realising 
the cost of the buildings at Rs.5 per mensem in 25 years and 
they order accordingly. The balance will be subsidised by 
Government. 


4. The Project Executive Officer, Neyyattinkara-Vilavan- 
code area will assign the houses constructed so far to the intend- 
ing occupants immediately.

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The Assembly met in the Assembly Chamber, Trivandrum, 
at Eight of the Clock on Tuesday, the 8th February, 1955, with 
Mr. Speaker in the Chair. . 


MOTION OF NO-CONFIDENCE IN THE COUNCIL. 
OF MINISTERS. 


My. Speaker: Order, order. We have met today to discuss 
the Non-Confidence Motion tabled by Mr. TS. Ramaswami. 
The whole day is allotted for the discussion of that motion, At 
11°45 I will call upon the Chief Minister to reply to the debate, 
and after that, the mover will have his right of reply and at 1 
jn the afternoon I will put the question to the vote of the 
House. ° 

Shri T. S. Ramaswami: Sir, I movethat “‘this House has no 
confidence in the Council of Ministers headed by Shri A. Thahu . 
Pillai”. , 

Sir, I move this motion with a heavy heart but with a deep 
sense of duty to the public. I say “with a heavy heart” because 
this is being moved against the Council of Ministers headed by 
my old colleague and friend and leader Shri A. Thanu Pillai, ~ 
for whom I have the greatest veneration and respect of his 
past activities, his past services to the nation, and to the demo- 
cratic ideals, when he led the fight against one man’s rule in 
the Travancore-Cochin State, and he was in the forefront of the 
freedom battle, during the democratic fight in this land of ours. 
None-the-less, Sir, I am constrained to move this motion 
because after getting into office on behalf of the Praja Socialist 
Party which standsfor democracy and socialism, the record of this 
Ministry has been most dismal for the last 10 months. It is true, 
it began very well. Within three months, Sir, free education was 
granted up to the Second Form. That was a very good work, and 
I congratulate the Ministry for that. And as soon as they got 
into office, they reduced their pay from Rs. 750 to Rs. 500, That 
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so is a gesture which I applaud and which the whole world 
aso ade “But afterwards, what happened? After that too 
brief period there wasa terrible onslaught on democratic rights 
during the last 10 months. It was also an onslaught against the 
working classes. Never has this Travancore-Cochin State 
witnessed such onslaughts on the working classes, and I hope 
my friends will approve my statement. 


Ihave had the experience of being a humble Trade Union 
worker, a humble worker of the working classes. I have been 
ahumble servant of the nation and the poor working classes. 
I have been in the Socialist Party, in the Congress Socialist 
Party, the Indian Socialist Party and the Praja, Socialist Party, 
only because it had a lofty and noble ideal -of liberation for the 
working classes, an ideal society in which there will not be any 
exploiters and exploited where every body will be equally 
honoured and humanity will be raised to a high pedestal and 
the means also adopted will be fair and good, not violent 
means, but democratic means. But what has happened ? 
When the whole of India from the north to the south, 
from the western end to the eastern, when every one of 
the working classes was expecting great things from this Mini- 
stry, when in the whole of India, in the Travancore-Cochin 
State alone the Praja Socialist Party came into power with a 
minority of 18, when these 18 got a golden opportunity, a god- 
sent opportunity, to prove to the public and the whole world that 
here isa Government which willthink and feel and work for 
the poor working classes, for the down-trodden, for the oppres- 
sed and the exploited, I have had very great illusions, Sir, I 
have been in the party and I had great hopes in our great leader 
Mr, Thanu Pillai—what happened? We all know, Sir,in what 
circumstances the Ministry got into power. It had nota free hand. 
But still it could have done alot. It had the support of the Con. 
gress Benches ,and the Leader of the Indian National Congress 
gave it fullsupport to proceed with the party programme. That 
was the promise given by the Indian National Congress. And what 
about the U. F. L. andthe other people? They were also giving all 
their support. They were glad that the Congress did not come 
into power. Sir, when all these golden opportunities and favour- 
able circumstances were there, what has this Government done ? 
The first Budget came. For the first budget there was an excuse. 
It was only a vote on account because there was not sufficient 
time. All the policies ofthe party could not be adumbrated there. 
But after 3 months, the budget of the party. came. Was there aty 
policy, I ask Sir, the policy of the Praja Socialist Party which 
was to be implemented through the Budget, Sir? No, Nowhere 
not only in India but in the whole world, was unemployment so 
rampant or colossal or widespread as in Travancore-Cochin. The 
economic experts will see that. Everybody who has eyes to see, 
will see that millions and millions are unemployed. But what 
has this Socialist Government done, Sir, or at least sought to do 
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jor solving the unemployment problem which I have been din- 
ning into the ears of the Chief Minister, into the ears of the 
Cabinet, into the ears of the party and my friends over there ? 
Ti has all become a foolish man’s dream. They took it for grant- 
ed that ‘T. S. Ramaswami is a loyal man and whatever we do he 
will accept.’ But unfortunately it is not so. When I go into the 
streets I meet my friends, the working classes, starving and 
without work because many factories have been closed. Thou- 
sands and millions of workers are seen unemployed. Nearly half 
a lakh of persons every year are sent out from High Schools. 
Should we not, as a Socialist Government, provide them with 
work? Ifyouare not ina position to do that, it will be time 
for you to quit office, not stick on to office and say “we are help- 
less, we cannot do anything”. Iam conscious of the limitations 
of the Travancore-Cochin State, and I am conscious of the limita- 
tions of the party. But within the ,limitations of the Constitu- 
tion, great things could have been done. Nationalisation of 
transport could have been done. The Mineral Companies could. 
have been taken over by Government consistent with its policy. 
The taxation structure could-have been changed according to the 
socialistic pattern, so that the richer. class can be. made to pay 
more and the money thus obtained from them utilised for nation- 
building activities. Lakhs and lakhs acres of waste lands are’ 
available. There also what things could have been done ! In the 
socialist manifesto they have said that waste lands would be 
given to the landless working classes. Yes, they have of late, 
- too late in the day, started a colony at Devicolam. But, Sir, that 
is not tackling the unemployment problem. Socialistic policy 
according to me should be also colonisation throughout the 
length and breadth of this State. There are cultivable waste 
lands. When lakhs and lakhs of acres of such waste lands are 
available, the landless working classes are without work, why 
not colonise them, Sir? That was what I wanted them to do. 


Then, Sir, about industrialisation. They have brought for- 
ward land reform Bills. Wittout industrialisation in our State 
and without supplementing the land reforms, I am afraid our 
‘poverty cannot be wiped off. We will be only dividing the poverty 
amongst ourselves. There will not be any raising up, but there 
will be only levelling down. Therefore, they should have em- 
barked upon industrialisation and nationalisation. That was 
what we wanted. But all these programmes were dismissed with 
contempt and unemployment increased in the meanwhile. That 
was a sin of omission so far as my humble experience goes. And 
they were guilty of serious sins of commission also against the 
working classes. I have been fighting against the Travancore-+ 
Cochin Government on several occasions aS a representative of 
the working classes, 


During the transport strike which took place throughout the 
length and breadth of the State at the time when the Congress 
Chief Minister, Shri T. K. Narayana Pillai, was in office, never 
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once, before the struggle, during the struggle or after the 
struggle did the Congress Ministers or the Cabinet treat the 
transpot workers so inhumanly or dubbed T. S.Ramaswami as 
their enemy as the present Government have done. They never 
thought it necessary to imprison me or to put me into jail, and 
even when I had to break some Jaws they never treated me as 
theirenemy. They respected my difference of opinion, Sir. But 
what happened when our Praja Socialist Party which claims to 
represent the working classes, the poor classes and peasants, 
came into power and when Shri Thanu Pillai became the Chief 
Minister? Then when my comrade Shri T. V. Thomas as re- 
presentative of the working classes wanted to have some talks 
with the Transport Minister, the Transport Minister-said: “I do 
not want to taik with you”. Never did the Congress think it pro- 
per to say like that to me, Six. They did not claim that they re- 
present the working classes, buta Barty which claims that they 
are representing the working classes, that they are a” working 
class party, said: “We refuse to have any talks with the Trade. 
Union representative”. With some tact on the part of the Minis- 
ter, the whole thing could have been easily solved at a Con- 
ference, Sir. But deliberately acrisis was developed and when 
the strike came it spread throughout the length and breadth of 
the State of Travancore-Cochin particularly in the urban 
areas of Trivandrum, Nagercoil, Kottayam and Quilon, In Tri- 
vandrum, I know, Sir, in the Constituency of the Chief Minister, 
the workers who worked for Shri Pattom Thanu Pillai, who 
worked for the Praja Socialist Party, who shouted “Pattom Zin- 
dabad” in the streets of the Trivandrum City, those workers 
were subjected to ruthless tortures in the open streets for 
having raised some demands. Iask, Sir, is itthe Government’s 
policy to torture, to charge with lathi, to beat down, the wor- 
kers? If that is the policy of the Praja Socialist Party, I for one 
do not want to support the Praja Socialist Party. : 


There are other workers—workers in salt factories, thou- 
sands and thousands of them. They were the pillars of the 
Socialist Party. Many of these people were there even before: 
our Chief Minister joined the Socialist Party. What has 
happened to them, Sir? What treatment was given to these 
people by the Praja Socialist Parity ? The treatment meted out 
to them, Sir, when the Congress was in power, when Mr. T. K. 
Narayana Pillai was the Chief Minister, when Mr, C. Kesavan 
was the Chief Minister, was such that they were able to raise 
their standard of living. And during the Praja Socialist Party’s 
time when the Labour Minister calls for a conference, even the 
employers of the Salt factories say ‘we refuse to attend’, And 
our Government is helpless in the matter. The employers them- 
selves persecute and beat down the workers. There is fobody 
to check that, And we see the working class party in power. 
Tf that is so, Sir, I have nothing to do with the Praja Socialist 
Party of this Government. 
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And whathas happened in the Devicolam taluk, Sir? 
Never in the history of Travancore-Cochin were such numerous 
workers subjected te the security proceedings. Sir, nearly 
500 workers including men and women, most of them women 
with babes in their arms, women in the family way, were sub- 
jected to security proceedings because, it was felt, they will 
‘endanger peace! They were arrested and taken at dead of night, 
Sir, to Thodupuzha. Imagine Sir, how many. others had’ to go 
there to see them out. I shall proceed with the subject later. 
But that is the labour interest of this Government, of the Praja 
Socialist Party, which claim to be a working class party and 
poor man’s party. 

Another charge I level against this Government is this. 
The civil liberties are in danger. The minorities are crushed. 
Difference of opinion is trampled down, Sir.. Our own party 
members raised their voice against this. Mr. Lohia said that 
‘something cruel is taking place in this State. There is a 
dangerous fascist tendency developing, Sir, and unless it is 
nipped in the bud, I am afraid things will go wrong. In saying 
this I may be right or wrong, but it is my humble opinion. 


It is true, Sir, that there are minorities—linguistic or other- 
wise. What do they claim? They claim only a linguistic res 
organisation of this State to which all the Parties agree. I 
wonder, Sir, how there can be difference of opinion in that. The 
Praja Socialist Party stands for this linguistic reorganisation of 
the States. It is not T. §. Ramaswami’s personal opinion. It is 
the policy and: programme of the Party. It is in the election 
manifesto—not in the last election but in the previous one when 
Shri Jai Prakash Narain came here and addressed the Travan- 
core-Cochin population, he unmistakably said that the Socialist 
Party is standing for linguistic provinces, and said “I for one am 
convinced that this area should go there’. Is it a crime, Sir, 
to demand a linguistic re-organisation of the State 2 There is 
no difference of opinion so far as that is concerned. All 
parties are agreed on that. When Pandit Jawaharlal Nehru 
came here for election propaganda he said at Nagercoil that he 
stands for a linguistic re-organisation: ‘We have appointed a 
States Re-organisation Commission ; we are awiting their report; 
if you want to go over there, definitely nobody can check you.” 
And the Communist Party also stands for the linguistic re- 
organisation of the State. What harm is there, if the people 
demand for linguistic provinces ? Personally, Sir, I am not a 
T.T.N.C. man, and I have no hesitation, Sir, to say that I do 
not consider that the T. T. N.C. isa political party, because it 
has no political, social, or economic programme. It only repre- 
sents the common urge of the people; within itself there are 
several ideological groups. But that does not mean that we do 
not agree with regard to the linguistic reorganisation of the 
State. All parties are agreed on this excepting the Chief 
Minister who represented his own views to the Commission 
when it came to Travancore-Cochin. Ido not want to o into 
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the merits of the question, Sir. Iam more concerned with the 
liberties of the people. In a democratic State everybody should 
have the freedom to say and act as he pleases, provided it does 
not affect the public peace and tranquility. 


May I know, how many minutes I can take, Sir ?~ 


Mr. Speaker: Order, order. I think very many hon. 
Members are anxious to speak on this motion. So, you may 
take 10 or 15 minutes more. 

Shri T, 5S, Ramaswami: Iam coming to the most grievious 
wrong that was done to the people of Travancore-Cochin, Sir. 
I say this, Sir, because I kriow these facts closer than many of 
the other hon. Members. I refer to the Police firing in the 
South Travancore and the attitude of this Ministry towards the 
minority rights there. 

Some two months prior to this police firing on August 11th, 
inthe month of May there was some demand from the people of 
the Vilavancode talug. Itis avery crowded taluq and there is 
water scarcity there. They wanted some water for cultivation 
and their demand was there for many many years. There was 
some counter agitation in the far south also. When that agita- 
tion was there, I consulted the P. W. ‘D. authorities and they 
suggested an economic way to meet the difficulty—a practical 
way. I carried that suggestion to the Chief Minister and im- 
plored him that a Conference should be held consisting of the 
Tamil Nad Congress leaders as well as the experts and the 
Government so thatthis question may be settled possibly by 
extending the left bank channel from Neyyar to Kuzhithura and 
Vilavancode. In making that suggestion I told the Chief 
Minister that the sufferings of the Vilavancode taluq people are 
somuch that they may start an agitation. Then the Chief 
Minister said: “If they start an agitation, Mr. Ramaswami, I will 
fire them” (Cries of shame, shame). Thatis what he told, Sir. 
I tried to persuade him not to use such harsh words. I have been 
telling him this, Sir, times without number, but that was what 
he said. That was some two months prior to the firing, and after 
that what happened in the last Assembly? : 

Chief Minister (Shri A. Thanu Pillai): Isay it is absolute 
falsehood. 

Shri T.S..Ramaswami: You may say whatever you like. 
And in the Assembly, Sir, during the discussion on Mr. Satta. 
natha Karayalar’s adjournment motion, what is the wrong, what 
is the great crime that I committed from those benches? My 
speech was a fervent appeal, Sir, for a conciliatory attitude to- 
wards T.T.N.C. Butthat was dubbed to be a condemnation 
or criticism which the Chief Minister cannot suffer. Any cons- 
truetive criticism, any constructive suggestion, other than his, is 
condemned by him. And when Isaid it was a fervent appeal for 
conciliatory attitude, that was dubbed as condemnation. Well, 
Tam not worried about that, Sir, :

But, Sir, why was Mr. Nesamony arrested? These seven 
M. L. As—they are just before us now—will enlighten us as 
to these facts. What happened was this. When there was op- 
pression in the Devicolam taluk against the workers, they met 
the Chief Minister on deputation requesting him to take proper 
action on one Sub-Inspector of Police against whom allegations 
were made that he was against Tamilians in the taluk. That 
allegation was taken up on public platforms. The accredited 
TT. N. C. representatives represented the matter to the Chief 
Minister. He said in answer to their representations “T know 
what I should fio. Youcan clear off”. So-+they lost their hope. 
After this deputaticn, police oppression with torture and man- 
hunting started in the Devicolam taluk. What will those people 
do? All these troubles, turmoils, torturing and shooting would 
have been avoided had our Chief Minister used some kind words 
to these people who, went to him for solace. But he said “No”. 
He wanted to erush the T. T- N.C. By this he has only streng- 
thened the T. T. N. C. By suppression, lathi charges and 
tortures within the jails and by this firing he has’ only streng- 
thened the T. T. N. C. ; 


Shri Joseph Chazhikatt: One question. 


Shri T. S. Ramaswami: Ihave no time to answer questioris. 
Everything could have been avoided if the Chief Minister had 
cared tc enquire into the actions of the police Sub-Inspector and 
redress the grievances of the oppressed Tamilians. But oppres- 
sion was growing more and more, When Mr. Nesamony went 
there, what happened was that Section 144 was proclaimed, 
andhe was arrested. .I don’t say thatthe Government was 
technically wrong in this. If I remember ‘correct, I sent 
a wire at once to the Chief Minister. In that wire I said 
that the arrest of Mr. Nesamony was most ill-conceived, and by 
that the Chief Minister was giving afresh lease of life to the 
linguistic prejudices and animosities. I don’t claim that I am 
speaking as a Tamilian alone. I love Tamilians asI love Mala- 
yalees as my brothers. I only want justice to be done to the 
minority. But our Chief Minister did not care to doit. In the 
Party I said that love begets love and generosity begets gene- 
rosity and he saidin reply that commonsense dlone will beget 
commonsense. Thatis what he said. But what is the effect of 
the “commonsense” that he has shown. After the lith of August 
after the programmes of civil disobedience were launched, 
picketting and throwing of stones occurred. ‘And, for this he 
had to resort to firing. Is it commonsense? During the last 
election and before the last election Ihad received many stone 
throwings .when Iwas fighting against the T.T.N.C. ButlI 
have had no guns to protect myself. Inever use machine-guns 
against stone throwings for,self-defence. But unfortunately 
our Government’s methods were different and they call them- 
selves democratic. The Government also went to the extent of 
accusing the T. T. N.C. of burning Government buildings and 
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butchering people. Even then, are they justified in firing at 
innocent people? But, Sir, what happened under the very nose of 
the apostle of Non-violence, the great Father of the Nation when 
the Civil Disobedience movement wasat its full swing? At 
Bombay, Parsi ladies were molested and Policemen were 
butchered during the boycott of the Prince of Wales’ visit. 
Gandhiji said that it was the action of the hooligans to spoil the 
movement. Sir, let us remember, what happened in Chauri 
Chauara. Twenty two policemen were burnt alive, What 
happened in Kadakkal, Punnapra and Vayalar?. What happened 
in Andhra? Recently on the Bezwada platform, during the 
Andhra Province agitation, Rs.17 lakhs worth of ricé were looted 
and many crores worth of property were destroyed. Rajaji 
ordered that nota single bullet was tqbe used, But that was. 
Rajaji and this is Shri Pattom Thanu Pillai. Sir, I ask, why 
should you want to antagonize a section of the people of the 
State? But the approach here as is well illustrated by certain 
pronouncements and statements of the Chief Minister on Public 
platforms was definitely to foster such antagonism. Two days 
before the firing he said at a public meeting to the Tamilians of 
Trivandrum thatif they want to live safely at Trivandrum, 
they must raise their voice against the atrocities of the Tami- 
lians in the South. And, the irony is that these, Tamilians of 
Trivandrum voted for him. Then you, know, Sir, what happen- 
ed at the Ernakulam College. The Chief Minister spoke there. 
Inthe course of his speech he stated that had not the Central 
Government stood in the way Messrs. Kamaraja Nadar and 
C. Subramoniam might have invaded the Travancore-Cochin 
State. Sir, [beg to say that this is nothing but inciting one 
section against the other. Thisis inciting a majority against a 
minority. And, now he says that he wanted to crush T. T. N.C. 
campaign because it incited one section of the people against 
another, 


Mr. Speaker: Yo may conclude. 

Shri T. S. Ramaswami: And, further, Sir, there never has 
‘ the State been witnessing such nepotism, favourtism and 
. corruption,as is being witnessed to-day, Well, Sir, I am conclud- 
ing. For, having done grievous "wrong to the minority, to 
democracy, civil liberties, and to the working class, I beg to say 
that I have no confidence in this Government and I commend 
my motion to the acceptance of this House, 
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“In demanding the resignation of the Ministry, other matters 
had to be considered namely, the Ministry’s honour, 


its reputation and ultimately the honour and repu- 
tation of the party itself. 


“It involves my honour, personally and thislask you to 
consider.”

Shri T. S. Ramaswami: I do not wish to say anything ~ 
except that it is my painful duty not to withdraw my motion. 

Mr. Speaker: So, the hon. Member is pressing’ the 
motion? - . 

Shri T.S. Ramaswami: Yes. 

Mr. Speaker: ‘So, Ihave to put the question to the House. 
The question before the House is: “I move that this House 
has no confidence in the Council of Ministers headed by Shri 
A. Thanu Pillai.” 

The motion was put and carried. 

Shri A. Thanu Pillai: Sir, I demand a poll.

‘The entire distribution canals are programmed 
to be completed by the end of the Plan period. The Wadakkan- 
cherry and Neyyar Projects are scheduled to be completed only 
towards the end of the Plan. Work on these projects is in pro- 
gress. Thottappally Spillway under the Kuttanad Development 
Scheme has been completed and the bridge opened to the 
public. The construction of the bund across the Vembanad 
Lake at Thanneermukkam will be taken up during the year. 


Under ‘Power’, the work on the Madupetty Dam is almost 
complete and additional power, (9000 K.W.) expected in the 
Plan period, from the Pallivasal Scheme has already been 
generated in 1952-53. Two out of the four 12,000 K. W. sets in 
the Sengulam Scheme have been put into operation and the 
third ene completed and put on test run successfully. The 
entire Scheme willbe completed by the end of the year. At 
Poringalkuthu, the construction of the Dam is almost complete | 
and 90% of the construction of the Power house is also over. 
The scheme will be completed by the end of 1955. The Distri- 
bution scheme is also making quick headway. 444 centres in the 
villages were opened and work on nearly 200 other centres is in 
progress. Nearly 40,000 new consumers have been connected to 
the system. “ 

The State has provided improved surfacing to 260 miles of 
roads and has thus exceeded the original target of 200 miles. 
Two bridges have been completed and 6 bridges are under 
construction. 260 miles of village roads have been taken over 
under departmental management. Good progress has also been 
achieved in the construction of the 14 miles long Alleppey- 
Changanacherry road-cum-canal works forming part of Kutta- 
nad Development Scheme. The work on the Valiathura Pier 
construction is progressing according to schedule. 


Under ‘Nationalised Transport’ 110 vehicles have been 
purchased. 75% of overloading has been eliminated. 
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The construction of the Alleppey-Shertallai canal and the 
Trivandrum-Shornur Canal Improvement works will be taken 
up shortly. 


Under Land improvements and Reclamation an area of 7100 
acres of Karilands has already been improved. By the end of 
51-53, 42698 tons of manure had been distributed. 16178 maunds 
’ of improved seeds have been distributed till 51-54. New agri- 
cultural implements viz.—137 pumpsets, 21 cooper ploughs 280 
plough shares, 1018 Koonthalis, 332 Mammettis, 392 Thumpas, 


27 Choppers, 340 hand fork, 211 hatchet etc. have been supplied 
to the agriculturist by the end of 51-54,225 tons of insecticides 
have also been distributed.

Under the fishing schemes, 2 curing sheds have been taken 
up for construction. Fingerlings worth Rs. 4,000 have been

‘Under Veterinary, one Veterinary Hospital and 7 Dispen- 
saries were taken up. , ‘ 


Under ‘Industries’, Government have launched the Coir 
Co-operative Scheme which envisages the organisation. of..120 
Primary Coir Co-operative Societies, 2 Central Marketing 
Societies and 25 Thondu Vyavasaya Societies within a period 
of 5 years. 90 Primary Co-operative Societies, 2 Central Market- 
ing Societies and 15 Thondu Vyavasaya Societies have been 
organised so far. .

Installation of an Electric: Tunnel Kiln in: the Government 
Ceramic Factory at Kundara is also.another scheme included. in 
the First Five Year Plan which is fast progressing.

1, The measures for the amelioration of Backward Com- 
munities (Depressed classes) adopted in the erstwhile Travan- 
core and Cochin States were more or less the same; but differ- 
ences existed in the criterion by which the communities were 
selected for amelioration and protection by the Government. 
In Cochin, the department was concerning itself with such 
coramunities only as are placed in the lowest rungs of the social 
ladder and who suffer most, socially and economically. But in 
Travancore communities were selected for protection on the 
basis of’ literacy also. It has now become necessary that the 
uplift work in the Travancore and Cochin areas are co-ordinated 
and made uniform. 


Il. With a view to achieve this object a revised draft 
scheme for the amelioration of backward communities was pre- 
pared and placed before the Advisory Committee for the uplift 
of backward communities for their advice on 10th October 1949. 
After avery careful consideration of the recommendations of the 
committee, the Government are pleased to issue the following 
orders :—~ 

1. The Backward communities will hereafter be classified — 
jnto three categories, viz. . 

i. Scheduled Castes (Harijans) 
ii, Hill Tribes. 
iii. Other Backward Communities. 

The Scheduled Castes and Hill Tribes will be eligible for all- 
ound amelioration and the other backward communities will be 
eligible for educational concessions only and that too on the 
merits of individual applications, such as, consideration of their 
financial position, exceptional merits etc.

The number of students eligible for college concessions 
will be limited. Such concessions will be available in Govern- 
ment colleges and hostels which should each take a prescribed 
number. Hostel concessions for Harijans will be available only 
for college students. , , 

5, A certain percentage of seats will be reserved for back- 
ward community students in colleges and institutions imparting 
technical, technological and professional education. 

6. Students of backward communities who are entitled to free 
tuition will not be made to pay tuition fees, laboratory fees, 
library fees, examination fees etc. in the colleges and schools 
at any stagee In the case of schools and colleges receiving 
grants-in-aid this will be made a condition precedent .for the 
award of such grants. In the case of other private schools and 
colleges, the department for the uplift of backward communities 
will pay these dues on requisition by the institutions. 

7. Students of backward communities entitled. to free tuition 
in colleges should as a rule be admitted to Government hostels 
and hostels attached to private colleges, their boarding and 
lodging expenses being met by the. Department for the Uplift 
of Backward Communities. A definite number of seats should 
be got reserved for these students in such hostels. Separate 
hostels for backward communities will be started or run only 
when all the students cannot thus be absorbed and when there 
are’sufficient numbers thus not provided for. 

8. Educational concessions will be given to students of back- 
ward communities only when they are receiving tuition in 
recognised schools and colleges. 

9. Students of backward communities attending schools will 
‘not be entitled to free boarding and lodging in hostels or to 
‘boarding and lodging expense when educational facilities exist 
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within a radius of three miles from their residence and can be 
availed of. 


10. Students of backward communities studying in colleges 
outside the State with the approval of the Government will be 
granted stipends td cover tuition fees, laboratory fees, exami- 
nation fees, boarding and lodging expenses, cost of.dress, 
sundries, etc. 

11, A limited number of stipends will be granted to pupils of 
secondary classes and of industrial schools. ‘ 

12, Students of backward communities entitled to free tuition 
will be given, in deserving cases, school requisites and clothes, 
either in kind or in money, according to the availability of funds 
preference being given to students in the colleges and high 
school classes. Concesssion to students in high school classes 
will be limited to free education and books only. Grants will 
also be given to pupils undergoing vocational training ‘in recog- 
nised institutions as well as in other appropriate cases. 

13. The presence of the members of the backward com- 
munities in Government services, especially in key positions 
thereof will go a long way in elevating the status of these com- 
munities. It is, therefore necessary that qualified hands of 
backward communities should be recruited as clerks in the 
Secretariat, as Police Inspectors, Revenue Inspectors, Excise 
Inspectors, Sub-Magistrates, Tahsildars, etc. Where want of 
experienced hands is felt suitable candidates should be selected 
and given necessary training. The retrenchment should not be 
made applicable to members of backward communities of cate- 
gories I and II now in service. The services section will take 
further action in the matter. 

14. For the elevation of the status of the backward Com- 
munities it is necessary that they should possess houses and 
lands of their own. To achieve this object the backward com~ 
munities will be assigned puramboke lands with a condition that 
the lands thus assigned should not be alienated for 25 years. In 
the case of colonies in the Cochin. area, the land in question will 
be assigned to the existing colonies without the right to alienate 
for 25 years: 

15. The present colony system of backward communities 
where construction of houses, their maintenance etc. are 
attended to by Government at Government expenses, has a 
tendeacy to undermine their self-reliance and to that extent 
make the position of the colony-dwellers worse off as compared 
to that of their brethren who have got houses of their own 
What is required is to help these people to help themselves. 
Government, therefore, consider that itis desirable to initiate 
a policy of providing members of Backward communities, with 
individual house sites amidst the dwellings of their communities, 
and to help them with small grants for building houses wherever 
they are prepared to build their own houses.
